All whiche, may bee exemplary vnto 
vs, to periorme the like in our Y7r2mea, whiche beeing 
once throughly planted,and1nhabited with our people, 
may returne as greate benchitte to our Nation 1h another 
kinde, asthe Indies doe vnro the Spanyard:foralthough 
it yeeidnot golde, yer, is it a truirfull pleaſant countrey, 
repleniſhed with all good thinges , neceſſary for the lite 
ot man, itthey be1nduſtrious, who inhabite 1t . Bur wee 
Icaue this to them, who haue authoritte , and good pur-= 
ſes, to further a matter of \uche 1mportant conſequence, 
and returne to our purpoſe.

And not only 
they that dyed, did not enioy the Indies whiche they.fir(t diſco- 
uered to their misfortune, but the re{idue aiſo that liued had in 
maner as litle fruition of the ſame:not leauing,orat the leaſt not 
openly publiſhing any memorie thereof,neyther of the place,or 
what it was called , or in what yeere'it was founde : Albei*, the 
fault was not theirs, but rather the malice of others, or the enuie 
of that which we cal fortune. I do not therfore marucile, that the 


auncient hiſtories attirme, that great thinges proceede and in- 


creaſe of {mall and obſcure beginninges, lith we haueſeenc the 
fame verified in this finding of the Indies, being ſonotable and 
newe a thing.

What manner of man Chriſtopher Colon ( otherwi/7 
Called Columbus ) was, anda how he came firſt 
ro the knowledge of the [nates . 
©: Hriſltopher Colo was borne in Cxgzreo, or (as ſome ſay 
in Nerxz, a village inthe territory of Genzain Italie, Hee 


” delcended as ſomethinke, ofthe houſe of the Peleſtreles of 


Placentia in Lumbardie. He beganne of achylde to bee a 
maryner : of whoſe arte they haue great exerciſe on the ryuer of 
Genua, He traded many yeetes into Sri, and other parts of the 
Ealt. After this, hee became a maiſter in making cardes for the 
ſea, whereby hee hadde great vantage. Hee came to Portugall 
to know the reaſon and deſcription of the South coalts of Attri- 
ca, and the nauigations of the Portugalles,thereby to make his 
cardes more perte& to beeſolde. Hee maryed in Portugall, as 
ſomeſay:or as many lay,iathe Iland of AZadera, where he' dwelt 
at ſuch time as the (aide Caravell arryued there, whoſe Pilot fo- 
jornedin his houſe, and dyed alſo there, beequeathing to Coler 
his carde of the deſcription of ſuch newe landes as he had found, 


whereby Co/on hadde the firft knowledge of the Indies, Some 
haue thought that Colon was well icarned in the Latine tongue | 


and the ſcience of Colmographie : and tnat he was thereby fr(t 


moued to ſeeke the lands of Axtipodes,and therich and of Ci- 
pango, whereot Atarchus Paulus writeth, Ailo that he had reade. 


vw hat Plats in his dialogues of Timers and Cricias, writeth of the 


great Tlande of 4:4antigde,and of agreat lande inthe welt Ocean 


vndiſcouered, being bigger then Alia and Africa. Furthermore 
that he had knowledge what Ari/forle and Theophraſtius laye in 
their bookes of Maruayles, where they write that certayne

braltar towarde the Welt and South, founde after many daies 
a great Ilandenot inhabited , yet replenithed with all thinges 


learned menne, with whome heconterred as touching the lyke 
tninges mentioned of olde authors. Hee cominuanicated this 
ſecrete and conferred chictely with a Fryar, named John Perez 
of Marchena, that dwelt in the Monaſtery of Rabida. So that I 
verily belceue, thatin manner all that hee declared, and ma- 
nie thinges more that hee left vnfpoken, were written by the 
ſayde Spanylhe Pilotte that dyed in his houſe. For I am per- 
ſwadedythat if Colonby {cienceatteined to the knowledge of the 
Indies, hee woulde long beetore haue communicated this {e- 
crete tv his owne countrey-mennethe Genzenſes that trauayle 
alltheworlde for gaynes, and not haue come into Spayne for 
this po But doubtletle hee neuer thuught of any ſuche 
thing, 
Dio. who founde thoſe landes by fortune, according to 
the ſayinge of Plinie, xod ars dvcere non potrit, caſus inuenit. 
That is, That arte couldenot teache, chaunce founde. Albeit, 
the more Chriſhan opinion is, to thinke that G OD of his 
ſingular prouidence and infinitte goodnelle,at the length with 
eyes of compatlion as it were looking downe from heauen vp- 
pon the Sonnes of Adam, ſolong keptynder Sathans capti- 
uitie , intended euen then(ftor cauſes to him onelie vaknowne ) 
torayſe thoſe windes of mercy whereby that Carauell ( here- 
in molt lyke vnto the ſhyppe of Noe, whereby the remaant of 
the whole worlde was ſaued, as by this Carauell this newe 
worlde receyued the firſt hope of their ſaluation ) was driuen 
_ to theſe Jandes. But wee will nowe deciare what greatthinges

A Frerthe death of the Pilot & marryners of the Spanythe 
—\ Carauell that diſcouered the Indies, Chriſtopher Colon pur- 
poſed to ſeeke the ſame. But in howe much more hee de- 
liredthis, the lefle was his power to accomplithe his de- 


(ire. For, beelide that of himſelte hee was not able to furnithe 


one ſhyppe, helacked allo the tauour of a King, vader whole 
protection he might ſo enioy the riches hec hoped to inde; that 
none other myght take the ſame from him,or deteate him there 
of. And ſeeing the king of Portugal occupied in the conquelt of 

Africa, and the Nauigations of the Eaſt, which were then fir(t 


attempred , the King of Caſtylelikewiſe no lelle builied in the 


warres of Granada, hee lent to his brother Bartholomewe Colon 


(who was allo priuie to this ſecrete ) to practile with che King 


of Englande (Henry the {euenth ) beiag verie rich and without 
warres, promiling to bring him great riches in ſhorte time, it 
hee woulde ſhewe him fauour, and fturnithe him with ſhippes to 
dilſcouer the newe Indies, whereof he had certaine knowledge, 
But neyther here being able to-bring his ſuite to palle, he cauſed 
the matter to be moued to the king of Portugal Dox Alon/a,the 
fifth of that name : at whoſe hands he tound neither fauour nor 
monvy,toralinuchas the Licentiat Ca/zaaila the biſhop of Yee, 
and one mailter Redrigo,men.of credite in the (cience of Coſmo- 
graphie, withitoode him, and contended that there neither was 
nor coulde any golde or other riches bee founde in the Welt,as 
{ «lon aftirmed, By reaſon whereof he was very {ad and penliue: 
but yet was not diſcouraged, ur deſpaired of y hope of his good 
aduenture, which hee atterwarde founde. T his done, he tooke 
{ypping at Zi/b#rze, andcameto Palos of Aogner , where hee 
communed with Afartin Alonſo Pinzon, an experte Pilotte, who - 
oftered himfelfe vnto him. After this, difclofting the whole ſe- 
cretes of his minde to John Perez of Harcheral a tryar of thor 
der of (aint Frances in Rabida,zand wei learned in Colmography) 
and declaring vato him howe by following the courſe of the 
Sunne by a remperate voyage, rich and great landes might be 
founde: the Fryar greatly commended his enterpriſe,and ys 
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for his firſt woyage. 2 
him counſayle to breake the matter to the Duke of Xedina Sido 
mia,Dou Eurique of Guzmangagreat Lorde, and very rich ; allo 
to Don Lutz of Cerda, the Duke of Headima Celizyhho at that time 
had great prouilion of thips well turnithed in his hauen of Sata 
CHMaria, But whereas both thele Dukes tookethe matter for a . 
dreame, and asa thing deuiſed of an Italian deceiuer, who ( as 
they thought ) had betore with like pretence deluded the kinges 


of EnglandeandPortugall, the Fryar gaue him courage togoe 
_ tothe courte of the Catholike Princes Dex Fernando, and lady 


1/abell princes of Caltile, athrming that they woulde bee ioytull 
ofluchenewes : And for his better turtherance herein, wrote 
letters by him to Fryar Ferdinando of Talanera the Queenes con- 
fetlor. Chriſtopher Colon therefore, repayred to the Court of the 
Catholike princes, in the yeere 1486. and delivered vnto their 
handes the petition of his requeſt,as concerning the diſcouering 
of the new Indices. But they being more carefull, and applying 


all their mynde Howe they might dryue the Moores out of the The conqueſt 
kingdome of Granada, whiche great enterpriſe they had already of Granada, 


taken in hande, did little or nothing eſteeme the inatter. But 
Colon not thus diſcouraged, fqunde the meanes to declare his 
ſuite to ſuch as had ſometimes private communication with the 
King. Yet becauſe hee was a {traunger, and went but in limpie ' 
apparel,nor otherwiſe credited then by the letter of a gray tryar 
they beleeued him not, neyther gaueeare to his wordes, where 
by he was greatly tormented in his imagination. Onely Alo»/c 
of Puintanilia, the Kinges chiefe Auditor, gaue him meate and 
drinke at his owne charges, and heardegladlyſuche thynges as 
hee declarcd of the landes not then founde : deliring him inthe 
meane tymeto bee content with that poore entertainment, and 


. Not todiſpayre of hisenterpryſe: putting him allo in good com- 


forte that he ſhoulde,at one time or other,come to the ſpeech of 


_ the Catholike princes. And thus ſhortly after, by the meanes 
_ of Alonſoof Vumtanilia, Colon was broughtto the preſence and 


audtence of the Cardinall Dex pero Gonzales of Afendoza, arch- 


bilhop of Toledo, a manne of great reuenues and authority with The archby» _ 
the King and Queene,who brought him beforethem,after that ſhop of To | 
he well perceived and examined his entent.

_ they had now in hid, With which anſwer, Colon began to reuiue 
his ſpirits, with hope to be better eftcemed,& more tatorably to 


be heard among the genticmen & noblemen of thecourte,who 


| before tooke him onely tor a cratty tellow.& deceijuer:& was no

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thing dilmaide or diſcouraged whenſoeuer hee debated the mate 
ter with them,although many iudged him phanalticall,as 1s the 
maner of ignorat men,to call all ſuch as attcpt ary thing beyed 
their reach,& the copalle of their knowledg,thinking the worlde 
to be no bigger then the cages wherin they are bruughtvpand_ 
live.But to returne to Cs/0x,S0 hot & vrget was the liege of Gra= 
vada,that they preſcatly graunted him his demande to ſecke the 
new lands,& to bring trom thencegold, liluer, pearles, precious 
ftones, ſpices, andfuch other rich things . They gaue him alſo 
the 10.partof all the reuenues and cuſtomes due ynto the king, 
of al! ſuch Iandes as he ſhoulde diſcouer, not doing preiudicein 
any thing to the king of Portugali.The particulars of this agree- 
ment were mace in the towne called Saxtta Fe: &the priuiledge 
oftherewarde in Graaadathe xxx. day of Aprill, the ſame yeere 
that citiewas won.

| Coo! thinke thatthe people ot the new world were called In- 
dians,lecaulc they are of the colour of the ealt Indians. And 
aithough (as it ſeemeth to me ) they differ much in colour and 
taibio.s, yet it is true, that of India they were called Indians. In- 
dia is properly called that great Provinceof Alia, in the whiche 
great Alexander kept his warres, and was{o named of the ryuer

Indns : & it is diuided into many kingdomes confining with the 
fame.From this greatIndia(called the Eaſt India)came great co-

Infomch Þ they 
made mention of many things Pwere beforethe floud of Noe, 
or Dexrcalion,& alfo before the vniuerſal conflagratis or burning 
of the world in ptimeof Phacton,foralmuch as the warrs betwene 
the people of the ſayd Hand of Athlantides & the Athemens was 
log betore the general Hood, & the coflagration aforeſayd. Plats 
induceth the prie(t,ſpeaking to S-/onin manecr as followeth. 
Things moſt maruelouus & true (0 Selon) remayne in auncient 
writyngs & memorie of our predecetſours, & old ages long be- 
fore our times. But aboue all things,one exceedeth al admiration 
for the greatneſſe & lingularitic thereof,which is this:Itis in our 
records of molt antiquities,that in times palt your city of Athens 
bath oftetimes kept warrs againſt an innumerable-multitude of 
natios which came fro the ſea Arhlantike,in maner intoal Exrope 
and Afia: whereas now appeareth no ſuch nation, foralinuch as

This 
Ilande was named Athlantides, and initwasa Kinge of mar- 
ueilous great power and might, who had the dominion of the 
ſayde Ilande,and many other,and allo a great part of the conti- 
nent lande whereof we haue ſpoken, and much more towarde 
our partes allo, foraſmuch asthey were dominatours of the 
thyrde part uf the worlde conteyning Africa, Egypt, aud Exrope, 
euen vnto the ſea 73rrhennm. T he power theretore of them be- 
ing then ſo great, they came to inuade both your cuuntrey and 


ours, and all other that are within the Columnes of Hercules. 


Thea (0 Sel») the vertue of your citty ſhewed it ſeite famous 
in magnanimitie and feates of armes, with the a{lemblance of 
the other Grecians, in reliſtynge their great power, vntyl you 
had driuen them out of our lands,and rel(tored vs to our libertie 
But ſhortly after that this enterpriſe was atchiued, befel a mar- 


ueylous great carthquake,andexundation or oueriiowing of the 
ſea,which continued for the ſpace of one day and night : In the 


which the carth opened it lelfe, and inglutted all thoſe vali 
ant and warlike mcn, and the ſayde Tlande Athlantidesſunke 
intothe bottome of the ſea, which was the occalion that neuer 
from that tyme forwarde,any (hyp coulde ſaylethat way,by rea 
ſon of the great mudde and {lyme which remayned of the drow- 
ned Ilande. : 

This isthe ſumme of thoſe thinges which olde Cr:itza fayde 
he had vnderſtoode of Solo. And certainely theſe wordes of 
Platootthe layd Iland,haue cauſed great contention among ma - 
ny great Philoſophers, which haue written commentaries vpon 
theſayde Dialogue of Timers compoled by Plato: Infomuch 
thatthe ſawein thoſe dayes being vtterly vnknown, many haue 
eaken this narration of Seer, for an alleguricall table, and haue 
interpreted the ſame in diuers ſenſes and meanynges. But it

and crearour, it might leeme to him a thing to farre from rea-

neuerreturne againe. And aitef xxxiii. dayes were palt,they tu- 


riouLy cryed out againſt him,and threatned him that he ſhould

But our men judging it better to encuunter with one of the bat- Spanyardes, 
tayles, then to abide the brunt of the whole armie/ gaue:oneſet 
0n the maine battayle aranged in the playne,becaule that place 
was moſt commodious for the horſmen. . When the horſmen 
tnerefore had giuen the charge, they ouerthrewe them with the 
breſtes of their horſes, and flue as mauy asabode theend of the 
hehe, the relidue being (Iricken with teaxe, diſparcled, and fled - 
tothe mountaines and rockes: from whence they madea piti- 
fall howling to our men, deſiring them toſpare them, - pro- 
teſting that they wouldeneuer morerebell, but. doe what ſo e- 
ues they wouldecommaunde them, if they woulde ſuffer them 
t0liue in their -owne countrey. Thus the bruther of Canaboa

- . _of, When thiswhyrlewinde came to the hauen of the citic, 
it beate downe tothe bottome of the ſeathree thippes, which 
lay atanker, and broke the cables in ſunder, and that(which is 
_ the greater marueyle )without any Ktorme or roughnetle of the 
. ſea, onelytutning themthree or toure times about, The inha- 
bitantes alſo athrme, that the ſame yeere the ſea extended it 
_ - ſeife furtherinto the lande, and roſe higher then euer it did bee- 
fore by the memorie of man, by the ſpace of acubite. The peo- 
| pletherefore muttered among themlſelues,that ournation had 
_ troubled the clementes, & cauſed ſuch portentous lignes. Theſe 
ternpeltes of theayre ( which the Grecians call 77phones, that 
is, whirlewindes)they call Faracancs, which they ſay, doe often 
timeschaunce in this Ilande : butthatneyther they, nor their 
great graund-fathers, euer {awe {uch violent and furious Fura- 
canes,that plucked vp great trees by the rootes, neither yet ſuch

with people. The Admirall therefore, taking inta his ſhipfourc

Admiralles brother and Lieuetenaunt, { ometime his mailter, 
but alſo ſent letters to hisreproch to the Kyng of Spayne ther- 
in acculyng both the brethren, laying haynous matters to their 
charge. But the Admicall agayne ſeat mellengers to the 
King, whiche mightinforme hum of their rebellion, in(tant- 
ly deliring his gracetoſende hym a newe ſupplye of menne, 
whereby he might ſuppretle their licentiouſnes,and punith them 
for their milchieuous ates. They accufe the Admiral and his 
brother to be vniult menne, cruell enemies,and ſhedders of the 
Spanyſhe bloode, declaring that vppon euery light occalion 
they would racke them, hang them, and head them, and that 
they tooke pleaſure therein, and that they departed from them 
asfrom cruell tyrantes and wilde beaſtes reioycing in bloode, 
alſo the kinges enemies : afhrming likewiſe, that they well 
perceived their entent to be none other thento viurpe theem+ 
pire of the Ilands, which thing ( they ſayde )they ſulpeRed by a 


thouſande coniectures, and eſpecially 1n that they woulde per- 


mit none to reſorte to the golde mynes, but onely ſuch as were 
their familiars. The Admirallon the contrary part, when hee 


delired ayde of the king to infring their inſulencie, auouched The Admir 
Pad aduilhd ſuch lyes againſt anſwere, 


that all thoſe his accuſers, which 
him, were noughtie felluwes,abhominable knaues and vilands 
theeues, and baudes,ruthans,adulterers, & rauiſhers of women, 
falſe periured vagaboundes, and ſuch as had bin eyther conu 


in pryſons, or fleddefor feare of iudgement: ſoeſcaping puniſh- 


ment, but not leauing vice, wherein they {till contynued, and 
brought the ſame with them to the Iland,liuing there in like ma 
ner as before, in theft, lechery, & all kindes of miſchiete, and 
{o giuen to idlenes and fleepe, that whereas they were brought 
thither for myners, labourers, & ſcullians, they would not now 
goe one furlong from their houſes, except they were borne on 
mens backes,like vnto them which in old time were called Ed 
les Carnles: For,tothis office they put the miſerable Land men 
whom they handled moſt cruelly, For leaſt their hands ſhoulde 
diſcontinue from ſhedding of bloud, and the better to try their 
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cuſtodies of 


{trength and manhood,they vied now & then for their paſtime, 1c ;co; ples. 
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with his fvordeat one ſtroke ſtrike of the heade of an innocent: 
So that hee which coulde with moſte agilitie make the head

of one of thoſe poore wretches to flee quiteand cleane from the 


| body to the grounde at one ſtroke, hee was the beſt man, and 


counted molt honourable, Thele thinges,and many ſuch other, 
the one of them laid to the otherscharge before the king, While 
theſ> thinges were doing, the Admirall ſent his brother the 
Lieuctenaunt with an armie of foureſcoreand tenne footemen, 
and a fewe horſemen (with three thouſande of the Llande men 
which were mortall enemies to the Ciguauians ) to meete 
the people of Cignana, with King Guariomexins their graunde 
capitayne, who hadde doone much miſchiete to our menne , 
and ſuch as fauoured them. Therefore when the Licutenaunt 
had conducted his army to che bankes of a certaine great ryuer 


running by the playne, which wee layde before to lye betweene 


the corners of themountaynes of Cigzaxaand the ſea, he found 
two ſcoutes of his enemies lurking in certeyne- buſhes, where- 
of the one, caſting himſeifeheadlong into the ſea, eſcaped,and 
by themouth of the riuer {wamme ouer to his companions ; the 
other being taken ,declared that inthe woode on the other fide 
theriuer, there lay in campelixe thouſande Ciguauians ready, 
vnwares to atlayle our men pafling by. VVheretore the Lieute- 
naunt finding a ſhalow placewhere he might paſſe over, he with 
his wholearmieentred into the ryuer, thewhich thing when the 
Ciguauians had cſpyed, they came runnyng out of the woodes 
with a terrible cry, and moſt horrible aſpe&,much like vnto the 
people called Agathyr/ſi, of whom the poet virgilſpeaketh : For 
they were all paynted and ſpotted with ſundry colours, andel- 
pecially with blacke and red, which they make of certaine fruits 
noriſhed tor the ſame purpoſe in their gardens, with the juyce 
whereof they payat themſelues from the forehead, euen to the 


long & blacke knees, hauing their hayre ( which by art they make long and 


blackezit naturedenye it them)wreatned and rolled after a thou 
ſande faſhions, a man would thinke thera to be deuilles incar- 


natnewly broke out of hell, they areſolike vnto helhounds. As 


our men waded ouer theryuer, they ſhotteat them, and hurled 
dartes(fo thicke,that italmoſt tooke thelight of the ſunne from 
Qur men : inſomuch that if they hadde not borne of the force 


thereof

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thereof with their targettes, the matterhad gone wrong with 
them, Yetatthe Jength, many being wounded , they palled 
vuer the ryuer: which thing when the enimies fawe, they tied 
whom our men purſuing, {lue {ome in thechale, but not many, 
by reaſon of their (wittnetle of toote. Thus being in the wood- 
des, they ſhotte at our men more ately, tor they being acculto- 
med to the woodes , and naked without any let paliled 
through the buthes and thrubbes, as it had bin wild bores or 
Hartes, whereas our men were hindred by reaton of theirap- 
parel],targcts,long iauelins & ignorance of the place, Where- 
tore, when he had reſted there all thatnight in vaine & the day 
tolowing hefawe no ltirring in the woodes, he went { by the 
counſel and couducte of the other Iland men which were in 
hisarmy ) imediatly fro thence to the mountaines in the which 
king Jawbanexins had his cheete manlion place, in the vil- Kyng Maio» 
lage called Capronum, by the which name allo the kings place **2©*ius- 
was called , beipg in the ſame village. Thus marching torvarde 
with; his armic, about twelue myles of , heencamped in the vil- 
lage of another king, which the inhabitauntes had torlaken tor 
.teare of our men: Yetmaking diligent ſearch, they found two, 
by whom they had knowledg that there 'was tenne kinges with 
AMaiobanexiusin his palace of Capronumwith an armie of cight 
taouſand Ciguauians.At the Lieutenantsfirlt approch,ne durlſt 
not giue them battayle,vn till he had ſomewhat — ſearched Anarmy ot 
the regions: yetdid he in the meane timeſkirmiſh with them cighrhovſand 
twiſe . The next nyght about midnight, hee ſent forth (coutes, CO 
and with them guides of the Llande men which knew the 
countrey: VVhome the Ciguauians e{pying tro the mountaines 
prepared themſelues to the battayle, with a terrible cry or ala- 
rum after their maner,but yet dur{t not come out of thewoods 
luppoling that the Lieuctenant with his mayne army had bin 
cuen at hand. The day folowing, when he brought his army 
to the place where they encamped, leaping out of the woodes 
they twiſe attempted the fortune of warre, fiercely atlayling our 
men with a mayne force: and wounding many betore they 
coulde couer them with their targettes: Yet our men put 
them to flight , ſlue manye , tooke manye, "the relidue 
led to the woodes, where they kept them (till as in their 
x 2 molt 
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moſt ſafe holde. Of them which were taken, he ſent one,and 
with him another of the Lland men, which was of his part, to 
Matobanexins , with commaundement in this eftet, The Lieue- 
tenaunt brought not hither his army(O Afuobarexins)to keepe 
warrecither againſt you, or your people,for he greatly delireth 
your frend{hip:but his intentis,thar Guarionexins,who hath per- 
faded you to be his ayde againſt himy,to the great deſtruion 
Y of your people, and vndoyng of your country, may haue due 
correction, as wel for his diſobedience towarde him, as alſo for 
rayling tumultes among the people : Wherefore he requireth 
you,and exhorteth you to deliuer Cxarionextys into their hands

Which fled to him for (uccour,but rather to abide ail extremities 


with him,then to mfniſter occaſion of obloquy to ſlaunderers,to 
reporte that he had betrayed his gheſt, whom hetooke into his 
houſe with warrantics, Thus dimilling the people, lighing and 
with ſorrowtull harts, he called Gzarionexins betorc him, promi- 
ling him agayne, that he would be partaker of his fortune,while 
life laſted;in ſo much that he thought it not belt toſend any fur 
ther woorde tothe Lieutenant, but appoynted him whom bee- 
fore he ſent to him, to keepe the way with agarriſon of men, to 
the intert, that if any metlengers ſhoulde be (ent from the Lieu- 
tenaunt.to {tay them by the way,% admitnone to communica- 
tion, or further entreatie of peace. In the meanetime, the Lieuc- 
tenaunt ſent two,whereot the one was a captiue Ciguaulan, and 
the other an Ilande man, of them which were friendesto our 
men:and they were both taken and ſlayne.

many pearles as he would delire, Hee condiſcended to their 
requeſt: and the day folowing,cameto the place where they ap 
poynted him: Lying there atanker,a great multitude of people 
reſorted to him, inſtantly requyring himto comealand. But 
when he contidered the innumerable multitude of peoplewhich _ 
was thereatJſembled, and he had only. xxxiti. menin his com- 
pany, he dur{t not commit him ſelfeto theirhandes, but gaue 
themto vnderſtand by fignes and tokens, that they ſhould 
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come to the ſhip with their. (an-as:tor their boates (which the 
men of the Iland cal Canoas)arc made only of one whole peece

' Ine, habitable by realon of the ſunne beames depending perpgendicu 
jarly or directly ouer the ſame, Yet were there many of theold 
writers, which attempted to proue it habitable, "Theſe ma« 

ryners being demaunded, it they {aw the ſouth pole,they anſwe- 

red that they knew no ſtar there like ynto tais pole, that might 

be decerned about the puynt:but that they ſawe an other order 

of {tarres,anda certeine thick myit ryl:ing from the horizontal 

lyne, which greatly hindered tneirfight. I] hey contende alſo, 

zat there is a great heape or riling inthe middelt of the eaith, 

which taketh away the light of the {outh pole ,vntill they haue 

vtterly palled ouer the ſame: but they vtterly belecue that they 

ſawe otherimages of ſtarres,much differing trom the {ituation 

of the {tarres of our hemiſpherie,or halic circle of heauen. How 

ſoeuerthe matter be, as they intorme ys,we certiftie you, Atthe 

length, the ſeaenth day of the calendes of February,they eſpied 

lande a farre of,and ſceing the waterut the ſea to be troubleous, 

ſounding with their plummet, they founde it to be xvifathames 

deepe. Going aland; and tarying there {or the fpace of two 

dayes,they departed , becaule they ſawec no people ftirring,al- 

though they tound certeyne Iteppes of mcn by the ſea lide

"The ©v- 
ther company followed them, armed after the fame maner.Our 
men afirmethat they were of higher [tature then either tlie Al- 
maynes or Pannonians. They behelde our men with trowning 
and threatning countenance: but ourmen thoughtit not good 
to fall to bickering with them , vncertayne whether it were 
for feare, or becaute they would not drive themato flight, VVher-

| fore they went about to allure them by faire meanes & rewardes 
butthey refuledall kinde of gentleneile, and ſtoodeuer in a rea- 


dineſle to fight, declaring the ſame by [1gnes and tokens.

whence they came, without any further bulines, The ſame night 

about midnight, they fledde, & left the place voyde where they 

lay in the campe. Our men ſuppoſe them to be avagabound and A vagabound 
wandering nation, like vnto the Scythians, without houles or *i2dcofmen, 
certaine dwelling places, liuing onely with the fruites of the 

earth, hauing their wiues and children following them. Suche 

as mea({ured theirfooteſteppes in theſande, athirme with great 

othes, that oneof theirtecte is almolt aslongas twofcete of gg, 
our men of the mcane forte. Sayling on yet further, they found 

an other riuer,but not of depth ſufficient to bearethe Carauels : 

they ſent therefore tie foure ſhippe boatesto Jande, full of ar- 

med men to ſearch the country. They eſpyed vpponahigh hill 

neere vnto the ſea lide, agreat multitude of people, to whom 

our companieſent forth oe man with certayne of our thinges 
toallure them to exchange. And when he hadcalt a hawkes bel 
towarde them, they calt downea wedge of golde acubitlonge : 
thewhiche as hee {touped to take vp,they ſodenly incloſed him 

and caryed him away. But hee was ſhortly after reſcued by his 
companions,toſome of their paines : for they ſlue eight of our 


 men,& wounded many a farre of,with their arrowes, and dartes 


made of wood, hardened at the endes with fire. After this they 
encompallſed ourſhippe boates within the riuer, and came raſh- 
ly withinthe reach of our menne, Jaying holde on the boates

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ſides,where they werethruſt through, and hewenin peeces as it | 
| had binſhcepe, by reaſon they were naked, Yet woulde they not 
tor all this giue ouer,but touke from our men one of their boats 
hauing no meninit : forthe goucrnour thereof beeing ſlayne 
withanarrowe, the other fledde andeſcaped. And thus they 
lette this fierce and warhke people, fayling towarde the north- 
welt, along by the ſamecoaſtes , with ſorrowſull heartes tor the 
death of their companions. When they had fayied abour xl. 
Aſea offreſh Jeagues, they chaunced into a ſea of frethe water, that they 
water, filled their barrelles and hoggetheades therewith. Searching 
| the cauſe heereof, they vnderitoode thata yehement courſe 
of rivers deſcended with great violence from the toppes of cer- 
taine great hilles. They fay allo that there lyeth within the ſea, 
manie fortunate and fruitefull Landes, and wellinhabited,and 
chat the inhabitantes of. this tract are men of meeke nature,and 
| fuch asdoe not refule {traungers, yet little profitable to them, 
becauſe they haue no marchandyes for their purpoſz, as golde, 
Humane peo= or precious [tones:for lacke whereof, they brought from thence 
ple. thirtic captiucs to ſell for flaues. The inhabitantes call this re- 
: gion Mariatambal. T he region of theealt parte of that ryuer, is 
called Camomorus,and that of the welt part Paricora. in the mid- 
lande whereof,the inhabitantes (ignified that theres great plen- 
tie of golde:For,following this river directly toward thenorth 
(as the bending of the ſhore required)they recouered againe the 
| light of the north pole. Allthe coalte of this tract,perteineth 
to Paria,the which(as we ſaid before ) was firlt found by Colours 
Rezionsof  himſelfe, and hach in manner in euery place great abundaunce

Kenngſirons Among theſe trees is found that monſtrous beaſte with a ſnout 
þeaft. like a foxe,a tayle like a marmaſette, eares like a bat, handes 
like a man, and feete like an ape, bearing her whelpes aboute 
with her in an outward bellie much like vnto a greate bagge 
or purſe, The deadecarkatle of this beaſt, youſawe with mee, 
and turncd it ouerand ouer with your owne handes, maruey- 
ling at thatnew belly, and wonderful prouilion of nature, They 
lay it is knowne by experience, that (hee never letteth herwhel- 
pes goe out of that purle, except it be either to play,or to ſucke 
vntill ſuch time that they: bee able to: gette their liuing by- 
themſelues. They tooke this bealte with herwhelpes ; But 
- the whelpes died ſhortly after in the ſhippes, Yetthedamme 
lived certaine monethes : but atthe length, not being able to a- 
b ide ſo great alterationot ayre,and change of meat, the diedal- 
fo in the way. But of this bealte, wee haue ſaid enough. Let vs 
- now therefore returne to the authours of theſe thinges. Theſe 
two Pinzont, the yncle and the neuiew, ſuſteined many greate 
troubles & hortible tempeſtes and perifles in this nauigation. 
For when they had now failed by the coaſtes of Paria about lixe

And becauſe in maner their 
whole religion is none otherthing then idolatrie, I will beegin 
Tdolatrie attheiridolles, It is therefore apparant by the images which 
andidolles they honour openly and commonly, that there appearevnto 
them in the night ſeaſons, certayne phantalies and illulions of 
Tutions of euill fpirites,feducing them into many fonde and fooliſh errours 
_ {Pl "os for they make certainc images of Gollampine cutton , tolded 
goſlampme Or wreathed after their manner, and hard ſtopped within. Theſe 
cotton, images they make litting, muche like vnto the pictures of 
” Afpiritsanddeuilles which our paynters are accuſtomed to paynt 
| vponwalles : butforaſmuch as I my fſelfe ſent you foure of 
theſe Images, you may better preſently lignifie vnto the king 
your vncle, what manner of thinges they are, and howelike vn- 
to paynted deuilles, then I can expretle the ſame by writing, 
Theſe images, the inhabitauntes call Zemes, whereof the leaſte, 
Young deuils. made to the likenelſe of young deuilles,they bindeto their fore- 
heades when they goe to the warres again(t their enemies, and 
for that purpoſe haue they thoſe (trings hanging at them which 
you ſce. Of theſe, they belecue to obteyne rayne, if raine bce 
'- lacking, likewiſe fayre weather : for they thinke that [theſe 
Zemes are the mediatours and mellengers of the great God, 
whom they acknowledgeto be onely one, eternall,withoutend, 
omnipotent, and inuilible. Thus euery king hath his particular 
Zemes,which he honourcth. T hey call the eternall god by theſe 
twonames, Jocarnaand Gruamaonocen, as their predecelloures 
taught them,athrming that hee hath a father called by theſe fiue 
names:thatis, Attabeira, Mamona, Guacarapita, Liella, Guma- 
 zea. Nowe ſhall you heare what they fable on the earth as tou- 
ching the original of man. There is in the lande,a region called 
Caunana,where they faine that mankinde came firſt out of rwo 
caues of a mountaine : and that the biggeſtlorteuf men came 
forth of the mouth of the biggeſt caue,and the leaſt ſort outof

of thote ſhyppes beeingnowe rotten for age, and ſuffered them 
to bee ſhaken and brooled of the urges of the ſea.

"The flowing of the ſea, raged and roared there, with a horryble

_ Polliblethat hee might wanderin ſome ſecrete place, and that 
they coulde not be quiet 1n their mindes, vntill they knewe the 
ccrtaintie whether hee with his fellowes were aliue or dead . But 
Vaſchus Nunnez, fearinglealt at the comming of Nicweſa, hee 
ſnoulde not be had inauthoritie among his fellowes, ſayde they 
were mad mento thinke that Nicxeſa lyucd, and although hee 
were aliue, yet that they hadde no neede of hishelpe : forhee 
auouched that there was n_ of his tellowes, that were not 
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as meetetoruleas Nicmeſa. While they were thus reaſoning 
Thenauigati- to and tro,one Redericus ({ v/menaris arryued in thoſe coalts with 
on of Roderi= ty, orcat ſhippes, hauing in them threeſcore freſhe men, with 
cus Colmena- _ nen, 
mtg great plentie of victualles andapparell. Ot then auigation of 
this Col/menarrs, Tentend to ſpeake ſomewhat more. He therfore 
. departed from the hauen of Hpariola, called Beata (where they 
prepare and furnithe themſelues whiche make any voyage into | 
theſelandes) about the Ides of Oftober, in the yeare, 1510. 
and landed the 9.ot Nouember in a region in thelarge prouince 
of Paria, founde by Colorns betweene the hauen Carthavo, & the 
region of Cxchibachoa, In this voyage, what by the roughnetile 
nd fiercene(le of the barbarians,he (Ufered many in- 
commodities : for when his freſhe water tayled, heſayled to the 
mouth of acertayn riuer which the inhabitants call Gaira,being 
apt to receiue ſhippes. This riuer had his courſe from the toppe 
pedine of an exceeding hygh mountayne couered with ſnowe, higher 
Moh moaun . hen thewhich, all the companions of this captayne Rodericus 
tayne conrered fay, that they neuer ſawe : And that by good realon, if it were 
wrilnows, cyucred with ſnowe inthat region, which is not palt ten degrees 
| diſtant trom che Zgquizottial lyne, As they beegan to draw water 
out of their ſhip boate,a cer:aine king made towarde them, ap- 
parelled with veltures of Gotlampine cutton, hauing twentie 
noble men in his company apparelled alſo:which thing ſeemed 
þ  ftraungetoour men, and not ſeene beforein thole parties. The 
Wiif kinges apparell hong looſe from his ſhoulders to his elbowes, 
and fromthegirdle downewarde, it was much lyke a woinans 
kyrtle, reachingeuen to his heeles.. As heedrewe neere toward 
our men, he ſeemedtriendly to admonyſh them to take none of 
the water of that ryuer,athrming it to be vawholeſome for men, 
and ſhewed them that not tarre trom thence, there was a ryuer, 
of good water. Theycameto theryuer, and endeuouring to 
come neere theſhore, they were dryuen backe by tempelt. Allo 
the burbuling of the ſand,deelared the fea to be but ſhalow ther 
They were theretore cntorced 'to returne to the: firſte ryuer 
where they might ſafely caſt anker, This king layde wayte 
for our men : for as they were filling their barrelles, hee ſette 
Ul | on-them with about” ſeuen hundred menne ( as ourmen iud- 
\\ ged) armed after their manner, aithough they were ___

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for onely the king and hisnobled men were apparelled, They 

tooke away the {hyp boate, and broke it in manner to chips:ſo 

hercely atlayling our men with their yenemous arrowes, that _ 

they ſlue of them fourtie and ſeuen, before they coulde couer Fae. __ G1 

themſeiues with their targets. For that poylon is of ſuch force, nemous ar- 
 thatalbeit the wounds were not great, yet they dyed thereof im- rowes, 

mediately, for they yet kneweno remedie againft this kinde of 

Doylon, as they afterlearned of the [nhabitantes of Hiſpamela : 

for this Tlande bringeth foorth an hearbe which quencheth & 

mortifeth the violent poyſon ofthe hearbe,wherewith therrar= , ,.,,.i;ca- 

rowes are infected, fo that it be miniltredin time.

Thus by manye 

ſuch perilles and dangers (which I lightly ouerpalle, beecaule 

I will not bee tedious to your holynetle) hee arryued at the 

length at the hauen of Yaba, and calt anker at the Eaſt (ide The hauen of 

thereof,from whence not long before ourmen departed to the V" _

had continued a whyle in the hauen, and ſaw no man ſtirring, 

marueyled at the lilence of the places ( for hee ſuppoled there to 

haue found his fellowes)he could not conieure what this ſhuld 

meane : and thereupon began to ſuſpect that eyther they were 

dead, or that they had changed the place of their habitation. To- 

knowe the certaintic hereof, he commaunded all the great ordi- 

naunce, and other {mall gunnes which he hadde in his |hyppes,. 

to be charged.,and fiers to be made in the night vpon the toppes. 

of the rockes, "Thus the fiers being kindled, hee commanded 

altthe gunnes td be ſhot of at gnein(tant,by the horrible noiſe 

whereof, the gulte of 7-aba was lhaken, although it were xxiii.. 

myles diſtant, for ſo broade is the gulfe. This noy{e was hearde 

of their fellowes in Dariena, and they aunſwered them agayne 

with mutuall fyers. VWherefore,by the following of theſe fiers,. 

Celmezaris brought his {hyppes to the Welt ſide. Here thoſc 

wretched and myerable men of Darieaa, whiche nowe through 


famyne and feeblenetle, helge their wearie foules in their m_ 
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readie to depart from their bodies, by reaſon of the calamities 
which betell vato them after Azci/#s ſhipwracke,litting vp their 
_ to heauen,with the teares running downe their cheekes 
| both for ioy and ſorow, embraced Rodericrs & his fellowes with 
ſach kinde of reioycing, as their preſent neceſlitie ſeemed to re- 
quire: for whereas they were before his comming, without yy- 
Cuuals,and almoſt naked,he brought them abundance of meat, 
. drinkeand apparel. It reſteth now(molt holy father)to declare 
what caine of the diilention among them of Yraba, as concer- 
ging the gouernance aiter the lotle of their captaynes.

Ll the chiefe ofhcers in Beraz#a, and luch as 
were molt politike incounſayie, determined 
that Vzcxecſa thoulde bee ſought outit by any 
| meanes hecould be found. Whereupon they 
tookefrom Ancy/aurthe gouernour, retuling 
$=5 od&S9%| the comming of VN:cxefa, a Brigandine which | 
hemadeof his owne charges: and agreed, againlt both the will 
of Ancy/us,and the malter of fence Yaſchus Nunnez, that Nicueſ3 
ſhuld be ſought forth to take away the [trite as touching the go- 
gerament. They elected thertore Colminaric(of whom we ſpake 
before)to take this matter in hand, willing him to make diliget 
{earch tor Nicweſain thoſe coalts where they ſuppoſed he erred: 
. for they heardthat he had forſaken ZBeragua, the region of an 
vnfru.cefull ground. They gave him therefore commandement 
to bring Nice/a with him,and further declarevnto him that hee 
ſhould do-rightgood ſeruice to come thither,in taking away the 
occaſion of theirſeditions. Celmnaris tooke the thing vpo him 
che more gladly,becauſe Nicxeſa was his very friend; ſuppolyng 
his comming with victualles thoulde bee no letle thankefull to 
Nuxcſaand his company, then it was to them of Yraba. Furni- 
Ihyngtherefore one of his owne thippes which he brought with 


© him,audalfotheBrigandine taken trom Axciſks, he apgecc

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the fame with part of the vituales & other necellaries which he 
brought with him before trom Hiparioiato Vraba, Thus cour- 
{ingalong by al the coaltes and gulites neere thereabout, at the ; 
length, atthe porue called armor, he found Niczeſa,of ally- _ oy 
ung men molt infortunate, in manner dryed vp with extreme ,,(e,11c fe. 
hunger,filthy and herrible to behold, with only threefcore men 
inhiseempany, lett aliue of feuen hundred, I hey alſeemed to 
him f@miſerable, that he nolctle lamented their caſe, then if he 
had found chem dead. But Colmnaris coturted lis triend-Niews- 
/a,and embracing him with teares and cheezefull words, yelie- 
ued his fpirites, aud further encouraged himwith great hope 
of better tortunegdeclaring alſo that. his comming'was looked 
for, and greatiy delired of all the good men of /rada, for that 
they hoped that by his aucthoritie,their diſcord and contention 
ſould be finiſhed. Nicwe/a thanked his friend Colminaris atter 
ſuch fort as his calamitie required, 'Fhus they tooke thip to- 
gether, and (ailed directly to J+aba.But ſovaiiable and vocon- 
{tant is the nature of man, that he ſoone groweth out of yie,be- 
ccmmeth infolent and vamyndful of benefites atterto much te 1, olencie of 
licitie: for N«nea afterthus many tcares and weepings, after to muchfelict; 
divers bewailinges of his infortunate deſtinye, after ſo manye *t*. _ 
thankſgiuings,ycaatter that he had fallen downe to tne ground 
ard killed thefeete of Co/merarichis fauiour,he began to quarel 
_.* with him before he cameyet at /7abazreprouing him & thei al 
_ forthealteration of the [tate of thinges in Yraba,and for the ga- 
thering of gold, affirming that none of them ought to haue 
laide handof any golde without the aduice of him or Fogeda 
his compan.on, When theſe fayinges and ſuch like, came to 
theearcs of them of Y/raba, they fo [tirred vp the mindes of Ax- 
ciſus Lieuetenant for Fogeda, and ailo of Vaſchus Nannes, of 
the.contrary patt , againit Nczeſa, that ſhortly after his ariuall 
with his threeſcore men , they commaunded him with threat- 
ning todepait from thence: but this pleaſed. not the better | 
fort: Yet fearing leſtrumuit ſhould be among the people,whom - 
Vaſchas Nunnez had ſtircedto fatians, the belt part was faine 
to giueplaceto the greateſt, T his wretched man therfore Nicwe 
ſathus drowned tn miſeries, was thruſt into the Brigadine which 
hee himfelfe brought, and with himonely ſeuenteene men, of 
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his threeſcore which remained alyue. He tooke ſhippe in the 
Calendes of March, in the yeere. 1511, intending to goe to 
Hiſpaniola to complayne of the rat}netle of 4+ wap Numnne., 
and of the violence done to him by Arncti/#s: But he cntred into 
the Brigandine in an vntortunate houre, for he was neuer (een 
after. They (uppoled that the Brigandine was drowned with all 
the mentherein. And thus vnhappie X:cae/atallyng headlong 
out of one miſery into another,cnded his lite moremuilerablythe 


-helined. Nzcxeſa being thus vilely reiected, and their victuals 


conſumed which Tolmenaris brought th&, falling in manner mad 
for hunger, they were enforced like rauening woolues [ſeeking 


_their pray, to inuadeſuche as dweit about their confines, Vaj- 


chas Nunnez thertctoregtheir new captaine of their owne election 
allembliug togeather ahundred and thirtie men, and ſettyng 
them in order of battayle after his \voordplayers fathion, put- 
ted vpwith pride, placed his {ouldiers as pleaſed him, in the 
foreward and rerewarde, and fome, as partizens, about his 


$1] Samineenfor- owne perſon. Thus allociating with him Colmerarishee went 
47 ferhth& to fall to ſpoyle the kinges which were borderers thereabout, & came 


firſt toa region about that coalt called Coda (wherof we made 
mention betore )imperioully and with cruell countenance com- 
maunding the kinge of the region, whole name was Carera (of 
whom they were neuer troubled as often as they palled by his 
dominians)to giue them victualles, But Caretadenyed thathe, 
could give them any at that time, alleagyng that he had often- 
times aided the Chriſtians as they patied by thoſe coaſtes,by 
reaſon whereof, his ſtore was now conſumed : alto that by the 
meanes of the continuall warre which hee kept cuer from his 


 childes ages with a king whoſe name was Poncha, bordering 


vpon his dominion, he and his familie werein great ſcarcenelle 
of all thinges. But Yaſchxrs would admit none of thele excule; 
and thereupon toke Careta priſoner, ſpoyled his village, and 
brought him bounde with his two wiues and children, aud all 
his famillie to Dar:ena. With this king Carera, they found three 
of the telowes of Nicxeſa,the which whe Necweſa palled by thole 
coaſtes to ſecke Berapnafearing puniſhment for theireu | deſfer- 
tes, ſtole away from the ſhippes lying at anker : And when the * 
nauie departed, committed themlelues to the mercie of Careta,

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who enterteyned them very friendly. «They had now bin there 118! | 
cighteene monethes, and were therefore as vtterly naked as the pH 
people of the countrey. During this time, the meate of the inha- 
bitantes ſeemed vnto them delicate diſhes & princely fare, eſpe- | 
cially becaule they enioyed the ſame without any (trife for mine_ 
and thine, which two thinges mooue and enforce men to ſuch Mine and 
harde ſhiftes and miſeries, that in living they ſeeme not to lyue, thine the 
| Yetdelired they to returne to their olde cares,of ſuch force is {£<dcsof al 
education and naturall aftetion towarde them with whom-wee A ns 
haue bin brought vp. The viftuals which Y2/chxs brought from 
the village of.Carera, to his fellowes left 11 Darteza, was rather 
ſomewhat toatlwage their preſent hunger, then vtterly totake = 
away their neceſlitie. But as touching Arcs, becing Lieue- ancifus,Lieu- 
tenauntfor Fogeda,whether it were before theſe things, or after, tenant for Fo- 
Iknowenot : but this I am ſure of, that afterthereieQing of geda, is caſt in 
Nieneſazmany occalions were ſought againſt Arciſks by Vaſchins P93. 
and his fationaries. Howlocuer it was, Axci/zs was taken, 
and caſt in priſon, and his gaodes confiſcate: the caule hereof 
was (as /aſchnsalleadged ) that Ancy/as had his commilſton of 
the Lieutenantſhip of Fogeda enely, whom they ſaid to be now 
dead, and not of the king, —_ that hee wouldenot obey any = 
manne that was not putin ofhce by the king himſelfe by his let- | 
ters patentes. Yet at the requeſt of the graueſt fort, he was fome- = 
what pacified, and dealt more gentlely with him, hauing ſeme 
compaſſion on his calamities, and thereupon commanded him Ancifus 
to be looſed.. Anci/zs being at libertie, tooke ſhippe to departe taketh hz 
from thence to Hi/pamola: but before he had hoyſed vp his faile kh bu to

ayde and lawes ) to lignifie vnto them what (tate they (toode in, 

_ andin what necellitie they liucd, allo what they had found, and 
in what hope they were of greater things, it they were furniſhed 
with plentie of victualles and other necellaries, For this PUT= 
pole they elected, at the allignement of Yaſchxs,one Valdinia,be 
ing one of his faction, and inſtructed by him again(t Anci/#s 
and to bee aſſi{tant with him, They appoynted one Z amndins,a 
Cantabrian, ſo that commaundement was giuen to Yaldinia to 
returne from Hypaniela with vietuals, & Zamiidins was appoyn= 
ted to take his voyage into Spaine to the king. They tooke ſhip 
both together with xcy/#5,Nauingin mind to certifie the king 
howe thinges were handled there,much otherwiſe then Z amnas- 
#s information, I my ſelfe ſpake with both Amnciſzze & Zanmains 
at their comming to the court. While they were occupied about 

theſe matters, thule wretched men of Dariexa looſed {aretathe 

King Poncha. king of Co:ba, vpon condition that he ſhould aide them in their 
warres againſt his enemic and theirs, king Poxcha, bordering 
vponhis dominiens,Careta made alcague with them, promiling 
that as they patled by his kingdome, hee woulde giue them all 
things necetlaric,& meetethem with an army of men, to goe for 
ward with them to the battaile againſt Poncha, Their weapons 
areneyther bowes nor venomed arrowes,as we laide the inhabi- 
tauntes tohaue, which dwel ealtward beyond the gulte. They 
hehe therefore athande with long ſwoordes(whiche they call 

AMacanas) made of woode, becauſe they haue no Iron, They vie 

alſo long [taues lyke iauelyns, hardened at the endes with fire , 

- or typt with bone, alſocertaine ſlynges and dattes. Thus after 

| King Careta the league made witn Careta,both he and our men had certaine 

coſpireth with Jayeg appoynted them to tyll their grounde and fowe their 

WH INN 110 ſccdes. This done, by the ayde of Careta,and by his conduction, 

SH 19%; eoncha, © they marched towarde the palace of Poncha, who fleddeattheir 

11 14; 1 conming. They ſpoyled his village , and mitigated: their 

hungerwith ſuch vickualles as they founde there: yet could they 
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not helpe their fellowes therwith, by reaſon of the farre diſtice 
of the place, although they had great plentie : for the village of 
Poncha, was morethen a hundred miles diſtant from Darrena, 
whereas was alſo none other remedie, but that the ſame ſhoulde 
haue bin caryed on mens backes to the ſea fide, being farre of, 
where they left their ſhippesin the which they came to the vil- 
lage of Careta, Here they found certaine poundes weight of 
gold, grauen and wroughtinto ſundry ouches.Atterthe ſacking 
of this village, they reſorted toward the ſhips,intending toJeaue 
the kinges of the inland vntouched at this time, and to inuade 
only them which dwelt by 'the coaſtes, Not farre trom Co1ba, : 

in the ſame tricte,there is a region named Comogra, & the king bes eg1on of 

jj ogra, di« 

thereof called Comogres,atter the ſame name.To this king they g,nc42., 
came firſt next after the ſubuerlion of Poxcha, and found his Dariena.xxx, 
pallace ſituate ina fruitefull playne of xii.leagues in breadth, at leagues, 
the rootes of the further ſ1de of the next mountaines. Comogrs 

had in his court acertaine noble man of neere cofanguinitie to 

king Careta, which had fled to Comogres by reaſon of certayne 

dillention which was betweene Careta & him, theſe noble men, 

they cal 7ura. This Irra therefore of Coiba, met our men by the 
way, and conciled Comogras to them, becauſe he was wel know King Come; 
en to our men, from thetime that Nicreſa paſſed firſt by thoſe prug. 
coaſtes, Our men thertore went quietly to the pallace of Como- 

rus, being diſtantfrom Darienathirtie leagues by a plaine way 

avout the mountaynes. The king Comogras had feuen ſonnes, 

yong men,of comely fourme & ſtature,which he had by ſundry . 
wyues, His pallace was framed of poſtes or proppes made of +, ,;.... 
trees faſtened together attera (trange (ort,and of fo ſtrong bai pallace, hae 
ding, thatitis of nv letle [trength then walles of ſtone. They 

which meaſured the length of the floore thereof,foundit to be a 

hnndred and fiftie paces, and in breadth, foureſcorefoote,be- 

ing roofed and paued with maruclous arte, They founde his 

ſtorehouſe furniſhed with abundice of delicate vituals after the 

manner of their country, and his wine ſeller repleniſhed with 
freatvellelles of earth aud alſo of wood, filled with their kinde 


of wine and ſider, for they haue no grapes: but like as they Wine & fdey;. 


make their bread of thoſe three kindes of rootes called 7zcca, 
Agis and Iarnm ( whereot we ſpake in the firſt Decade ) ſo 
ag 6 7 ; make 
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make they their wine of the fruites of Date trees, and Sider of 
other fruites and feedes as ido the Almaynes, Fleminges, En- 
gliſh men, and our Spaniardes which inhabite the mountaines, 
as the Vaſcons and Aſturians : likewile in the mountaines of 
the Alpes, the Noricians, Swentans, and Heluecians, make cer- 
eayne drinkes of barley, wheate,hoppes,and apples. They ſay 
alſo that with Comogres they drunke wines of lundry taltes,both 
white and black. But nowe you ſhall heare of a thing more 
monſtrousto beholde. Entring therefore into the inner partes 
of the pallacc,they were brought into achamber hanged about 
with the carka(les of men, tyed with ropes of goflampine cot- 
ton. Being demaunded what they ment by that ſuperſtition, 


. they anlivered that thoſewere the carcalles of the tather,graund 


father,& great graundfather,with other the auncetours of their 


king Comogrns, declaring that they had the ſame in great reuc- 


rence, and that they tooke it fora godly thing to honour them 
religiouſly, and therefore apparelled euery of the ſame ſumptu- 
oully with gold and precious [tones,according vnto theireſtate, 
After this forte did the antiquitic honour their Pexates, which 


Fhe carcaſſes 44. thought had the gouernance of their liues, How they drie 


theſe carcalles vpon certainein{trumentes made of wood, like 
vnto hurdells, with a ſoft firevnder the lame,fo that onely the 
{kinne remaineth to hold the bones together, we haue deſcribed 
in the former Decade. Ot Comogrx his feuen ſonnes, the el- 
deſt had an excellentnaturall wit. He therefore thought it good 
to flatter and pleaſe this wanderyng kinde of men ( our men I 
meane)liuing only by (hittes & {poyle,leſt being ottended, and 
ſeeking occalionsagainſt him & his tamilie, they ſhould hand'e 
him as they did other which fought no meanes how to gratifie 
them : Wherefore he gaue Yaſchs and Cel/menaris toure thou- 
ſande ounces of golde artificially wrought,and allo fittie (laues, 
which hee had taken in the warres: for ſuch, either they 
ſell for exchaunge of their thinges , or otherwiſe vie them 
as them liſteth, for they haue not the vie of money, This golde 
with as much more which they had in another place, our men 
weighed in the porch of Cemogres his palace,to ſeparate the fift

forit is decreed, thatthe fift ;part of both golde, pearles, and 
DOR pretious 
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precious ſtones, ſhould bee ailigned to the kinges treaſurer, 
and the reiidue to be diuided among themielues by compoliti- 
on, Here as brabbling and contention aroſeamong our men 
about the diuiding of gold, this eldelt ſonne of king Comogrus 
. being preſent, whom we prayled for his wiſedome, comnung

But he looſedanker in ancuill houre, 
A ſhypwracke {91 fuch a tempelt toliowed thortlyat ter hls departure;that it ret 
in peecestwo of his ſhips, aad lo tolled the other,that they were 
entorced to heaue ouerboorde part of their yictualles tolighten 
them. Aiiſuche as eſcaped, layled backe againe tothe coaltes 
of Spayne, where, being newly furnities and refreſhed by the 
kiuges officers,they went forward on theirvoyage. The maiſter 
Pylotce of the gouernoursſhippe, was Johannes Veſpmtizes a Flo- 
reatine,the neuiew of Americzs Veſputuw,who lett him as it were 
by diſcent of inheritaace;the experience of the mariners facultie 
andknowledpe of.the.ſca,carde and compatle.

{ liue together,and not aſunder,during the time of ournaturall 
life : wherefore for my parte,to declare my attection herein,you 
ſhallvnderſtande, that whither ſocuer your fatall deſtinie ſhall

_ dauntes, as. tlie Italians call Sozag/ios, and the Spaayardes +} 
Caſcaxs!es, hanging at the purtles thereof. They gaue tnem fur- F 
thermore ſpeaking popyngayes of ſundry colours, as many as 
they woulde aske : torin Pariathereisnolelle plentie of popin- 
gayes,then with vs of doues or ſparows. I he inhabitits of theſe 
: regions,both men & womei,are appareiled with veltures made 
of gotlampine cotton, .the men to the knees,and the women te 
the calfe of the legge. The ta(hion otthe:r apparell is imple &

ofthsT!ang hops inthelſe Tlands,at therequelt of the molt catholique king 
mad-bythe In Santo Dommico the chiete citic of Hipaniola,Garſia de Padilla, 
Byſooft areguler Fryer of the order of faint Frauzcis, is bythop. In the 
Rome, towne of Conception. doctor Perrys Xwares of Deza, and in the 
Haade of {aint Iohn or Barikena, Alphonſus Muanſns a licenci- 
ate,being botirobſeruants of the in{ttution of faint Peter. The 
fourth is Fryer Baraarce of AZ/a, a man of noble parentage, 
'ZÞ borne in 7oledo, a preacher, & Biihop of the Llande of Cata.The 
fitt is /ohannes Cabedus,a Fryer preacher, whom your holynetle 
annovnted miniſter of Chrilte, to teach the Chriſtian faith a- 
mong the inhabitantes of Drieva. The Canibales thall ſhortly 
repentthern, ana the bloude of our men ſhall be reuenged,and 
that theſooner,becaule tilatinortly aſter they hadde committed 
this 
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this abhominable ſlaughter of our men, they came agairefrom 
their owne Ilande of Sanf#acrux( otherwiſe called Ay Ay)to the Ty. C:itats 
Lande of Saxtts TJohanms, and llue a king whiche was a friende of the Ilaud of 
coour men, andeate him, and al his famulie, vtterly ſubuerting Santa Crux, 
his village,vpon this occalion;that violating the law of hoſtage, 
hee hadde {layne {cuen Canibales whiche were leftwith him by 
compolition-to make certayne Canoas, becauſethe Iland of + 
Santts Tohanms beareth greater trees,and apter for that purpole, 
chen doth the Land of Sauth crax,the chiete habitatio of the Ca 
nibales. T hele Canibalcs yet rematning in the lland, ceitayne 
of our men fayling trom Hyſpamela, chaunced vpon them. The 
thing being vaderlioode by the interpretuurs, Gur men quare[- 
ling with them, & calling them to accompt for that miſcheuous 
deede, they immediately directed their bowes ar.d venemous ar 
rowes againſt them, and with cruell countenaunces threatned 
them to be quiet, lealt ic ſhoulde repent them of their comming 
chither. Our men fearing their venemous arrowes ( tor they 
were nct prepared to fyght) gaue them lignes of peace. Beeing 
demaunded why they deſtroyed the village,and where the king 
was with his tamilie, they anſwered, that they raſed the village, 
and cut the king with his familie in peeces, andeate them in the 
revenge of thcir{euen workemen :and that-they had made fap- — 
gottes of their bones, tocary them to the wiues and children of 
their ſlayne workemen, in witnelle that the bodies of their 
husbances and parentes lay not vnreuenged, and therewith 
{:ewed the faggottes of bonesto-our men, who beeing altoni- 
ſhed at their fiercenetTe and crucltie, were enforced to ditlemble 
the matter, and holde their peace, quarrelling no further with 
them at that time. Theſe and ſuche other thinges doe dayly 
chaunce,the which I doelet patle,lea(t I ſhould offend the cares 
of your holynetle with ſuch blouddie narrations. Thus haue we

do now maruceiouty encreate in Yravz,likewife blades,lets,llips, 


araftes; ſuger cancy, and ſuch other as are brought from other 
places to their regions, as allo bealtes and foules, as wee hauc 
fayd betore : O tnarucilous fruitc{ulnetle, I'wentic dayes after 
thelcedeis ſuwen, they gathered rype cucumbers,and ſuch like: 
vuc Colwoot tes, Beetes, Lettuſe, Borage, are rype within the 
ſpace of ten dayes. Gourdes, Melones, and Pompions within 
the ſpace of xxviii dayes. Dariena hath many natiue trees and 
truites,of-diuers kindes,with ſundry taſtes,& holſome for thevſe 
of men, of thewhich Ihavethought it good to deſcribe certain 
of the beſt, They nouryſhe atree which they call Gzaiaza, that 


beareth a fruite much reſembling the kinde of Citrones which 


are commonly.called Limones, of talt ſomwhatſharpe, myxt. 
with (weetnelfe.They have alſo abundance of nuts of pinetrecs, 
and great plentie of Date trees, which beare fruites bigger then 
che Dates that are knowneto vs,but they are not aptto be eatc 
tor their too much ſowrenelle. Wilde & barren Date trees grow 
of themlclues in ſundry places,the branches wherof they vle to 
beelomes,and eate allo the buds of tne ſame. Graramana,beeing, 
higher and vigger then the orange tree, bringeth foorth a great 

| truite 
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fruite as bigge as pume Citrons. There is another tree much 
liketo a chettnut tree, whole fruite is like tothe bigger forte of 
fgs, being holſomeand of pleaſant talte. Afamers,is another 
tree that bringeth forth fruite as bigge as an oravge,in tatte no- 
ching inferior to the belt kindes of Melones, G#anarala, bearet!1 
a fruite letlerthen any of the other, but of {weete ſaucur like [pice 
and of deiectable taſt.Hzxos is another tree, whole fruite both in 
ſhape and taſte is muche liketo prunes,but ſome what bigger: 
theyaft ſurely perfivaded that this is the ZZyrebalane tree. Tiicle 
growelo abundartly in Hiſpariola, that the hogges are feude 
with the fruite therot,as with maſt among vs.T he hogges I:ze 
this kinde of feeding fo we!, that when theſe truites waxe ripe 
the ſwineheardscanby no meanes keepe them out of the voces 
of theſe trees,by reaſon whereof , a great mujtitude cf them are Swines fleflie -

The molt puiflant prince Feramazadns,declared that he had 
eaten of another fruite brought from thoſe landes, being full of 
ſcales, with keies, much like a pineappic in fourme and colour, 
but in tendernes equal to melow pepons, and in taſte exceeding. 
al garden fruites: tot it is no tree,but an hearbe,much like vnto 
an artichoke, or Acantho: The king himleltegauethe cheefelt 
commendation to this. I haue eaten none of thele fruits:for of a 
great number which they brought from thence,only one remal- pryjres pueri- 
ned yncorrupted;the-other being putrified by reafo of the long fied on thelea. 
volage. Al ſuche as haue eaten of tizem newly geathiered in their 
natiue foile,do. marueiloully..commende their ſ\veetencile and 
pleaſaunt taſte. They digge aiſo wut of the grounde certaine 
rootes growing of them ſelues,whiche they call Betatas, muche 
lice vnto the nauie rootes of Millane, orthe great putfes or 
muſhromes of the earth. Howloeuer they be dretled;eyther 
tried or ſodde, they give place to no ſuche kinde of meate in 
pleaſant tendernes. The (kinne is ſomwhat tougher then either

great number of the ſmall ſore. Our meane marueyled at the 
_ byggenes and fayrenes otthele pearles, although they were not 


pertely white, becaule they take them not out of the ſea mu(- 
cles, except they fir{t roſt them, that they may the eaſelyer 0- 

enthem lelte, and alfo that the hihe may haue the better taft, 
whiche they etteemetor a delicate and Princely diſhe, andſct 


- more thereby, then by.the pearlesthemlelues. Of theſethings 


Iwasenfourmed of one Arbolantins, being one of Yaſchizs com- 
panions,whom hee ſentto the king with many pearles, and cer- 
tayne of thoſe (ea muſcles, But when Tawaccrs lawe that our 
mea ſo greatly regarded the beautie of the pearles, hecomman- 
ded certayne of his men to prepare tnemtelues togoe a fiſhing 
tor pearles : Who departing, came agayne within foure dayes, 
bringing with. them twelue pounde-weight of orient pearles, at- 
ter eight ounces to the pounde. I hus reioycing on both parties 
they embraſed,and made a league of continuall friendſhip, 7#- 
maccus thought himlelte happie that he kad preſented our men 


with ſuch thankefull gyftes,and was admitted totheir friendſhip

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whether they be filled from the rocks whereunto they cleaue, or 
may beecalely pulled away, or otherwiſe fall of by themſclues 
when they are come to their tull grouth : Lykewile whether 
pearles bee harde within the ſheil, urloft, our men haue as yet 
no certaine expertence, but I truſt or it bee long to know the 
tructh hereof : for our men arc cuen now in hande wigh the 
matter, Ailo, as ſooneasT hall bee aguertiſed of the atryuall 
Petrus Arias, Of Petras Arias the captayne of our menne, I will defire him 
| by my letters to make diligent ſearci tor theſe thinges, and 
. ccrtife methereof in all poyntes. I knowe that hee will not be 
flacke or omit any thing herein, for hee is my verietriende, 
. and one that taketh great pleaſure in conlidering the works 
_ of nature. And lurely it ſeemeth ynto mee vnaecent, that we 
ſhouldewith lilence ouecrflyppe fo greata things\ which afwell 
Wanton and In the oldetime, as in our dayes, hath and yet dotn, drawe bouth 
ſuperfluous menand woimentothe immoderate delire of ſupertiuous plea- 
picalures. ſire, Spayne therefore ſhali bee able hereafter with pearles to 
ſatisfe the greedie appetite of ſuch as in wanton pleaſures are 
like vato Cleopatra and Aſcpus : Sothatfrom henceforth wee 
ſhall neyther enuie norreuerence the n!cetruitefulnetle of Stos- 
dun, or Taprobara, orthe red lea, But let vs nowreturne to our 
_ purpole, Yaſchas thereture determiried with the fiſhers of Chi4- 
pes, toproue what might bee done in His hiſhe poole or ſtations 
of ſea muſcles. Chrapes to ſhewe himſelte obedient to Yaſchrs 
 hisrequeſt, although theſea were boylterous, commanded 
thirtie of his fiſhers to prepare themſclues, and to reſort to the 
filhing places. Ya/chns{ent onely lixe of his menne with them, 
to beholde them from the ſea bankes, but not to committe 
| themlſclues to the daunger of the ſea. The fiſhing place was 
| The fiſhing qiſtaunt from the pallaceof Chiapes about tenne myles. They 
_ -"Gis durlt not aduenture to dyue to the buttome, by reaſon of the 
Same furicof the ſea : Yet of the muſcles whiche lye hygheſt, 
and of ſuche as were dryuen tothe ſhore by the violence of the 
water, they bruught lixe great fardelles in the ſpace of 4 
fewe dayes. The pearles of theſe were but little , about the 
byggenelle of ſmall fytches : yet verie fayre and beautifull 
by reaſon that they were taken newely out of the fiſhe,beeing 
yet rawe. And thatthey ſhoulde not be reproued of lying, as

and more warlike. men,alſo lo expert arcners, that they .cap : 
mofte certainely direct their venenous .arrowes agalnlt the 
dogers, with luche celeritie as it they were thuncetboites, by 
reajon wiereot, they lometimes kull many of them, I hinhabi- 
tauttes of thele mountaines dou not keepe warre with bowes 
a:d arrowes, but vieonly Aacams, that is , certaine long-and Swoordes of 
brode {woordes made of woud, allo ilinges, long pikes, and weed, 
dartes, hardened at the endes with fire. V/hile king Pacra yet 
lied, no man coulde knowe of him, neitier by faire meanes 
| _norby fowle, where he had the golde whiche was founde in his 
houſe: forour mentfoundein his iewell houſe fiftie poundes Fifticpoung 
waight of golde. Being therfore .demaunded where he had it, Mrs eerie 
he aun{wered, that they which geathered the ſame in thoſe? © 
mountaines in his fathers daies,were all dead,and that fince he 
wasa childe, he neuer eſteemed golde more then ſtones: 
More then this they coulde not get of him. By this ſevere 
 punithment executed vpon Pacra, Þaſchxs conciled vnto him 
| themindes of all the other Kinges of that prouince, and by 
this mcanes it cameto patle, that when he ſent for the licke 
men whiche he leit beinde him with king Ch:apes, another 
king whiche was in themidde way, (whoſename was Bononmis Kino Bono. 
ama) enteiteined them gentlely, and gaue them twentie niama,fridrs

Thus much haue Ithought gooud to write to your holinelle, of 


 ſuche thinges as I haue gathered out of the letters of JYaſchas 


Nu»aez, and learned by woorce of mouth of fuche as were 
his compantons in theſe attayres. Aswerecelue them, ſo wee 
give them ynto you, Time, whiche reuealeth all ſecretes, ſhall 


hereafter miniſter largerargument of writing. They coulde at 


this time doe no great thing in ſearching the golde mynes, for- 
almuche as of a hundred, fuureſcore,and tenne men, which 7/af- 
 chus brought with him from Dariena,there remained only three- 
ſcore and ten, orat the molt foureſcore,whoſe ayd he now viſed 
in theſe dangerous aduentures, leauing euer the crafed men bee-

=> Hen Yaſthius had remained thirtie daies in the 
9] pallace of king Pacra, conciling vatohim the 
mindesot the inhabitants,& prouiding things. 
necetlary tor his companions. As he departed 
6 OV W/\V/PG & from thence,by the conductof king Teaccha 
——_[ag>>228{hismen, and came to the bauke of the ryuer 
Comaegris. Commogrus, wircot theregionand king thereof, arenamed by. 
 theſamename, he founde the lides of the monntaynes ſo rude 
and barre.1,. thatthere wasnothing apt to bee eaten, but wylde : 
rootes, and certayne vnpleaſant truites of trees. The kinges | 
being necre of bloude, inhabited this vntortunate region,which | 
Vaſchus Ouerpatled with all ſpeede,for teare of hunger. One of 
theſe poore kinges was named Corochzs, and the other Cimrizcc: 
Befaxzes, FHetooke thein both with him, to guide hum the way,and diſmil 
fed Teaochahis men with vicuals & rewardes. Thus for the { PACE 
of three dayes,Ne wandered through many deſartwoods,craggy. 
mountaynes, and muddie marithes, full of fuch quamyres, that 
men are oftentimes [wallowed vp in them, it they looke not the 
more warily to their teete : alſo tarough places not frequented 
with reforrot men,and ſuch as nature hadde not yet opened to 
their vie, foraſmucheas the inhabitauntes hauc ſeldomeenter- 
courſe betweene them, but onely by ſundry incurſions, the one 
to ſpoyleand deſtray the other : being otherwiſe contented to 
live onely after the Jaw of nature, withoutall worldly toyletor 
ſuperfluous pleaſures. Thus entryngattliclength intotheterri- 
torie of another king, whole name was Bechebxea, they founde 
all thinges yoyde and in ſilence : for the king and his ſub- 
iectes were all fledde to the woodes, VVhen Yaſchns ſent mel- 


ſengers to fetche him, hcedid not onely at the firſt __

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{elfe, but alſo promiſe his aide , with all that he might make: 
Proteſting furthermore, that he fledde not tor teare that our 
men woulde doo them iniurie, but that he hid him felte for 
verie ſhame and gricfe of mince, for-that he was not able to 
Teceiue them honorablie, according vnto their dignitie, be- 
cauſe his (tore of vitailes was conſumed. Yet-in a token of Veſſels of 
_ obedience and friende{hippe, he ſent our men many vellelles of golde, 
golde, deliring them to accepte them as thegitre of afriend 
whole good will wanted notin greater thinges , if his abilitie 
| were greater, By whiche woordes, the poore manſeemed 
| to inlinuate that he had ben robbed, and otherwilecruelly 
| handledot his borderers , by reaſon whereof , our men were 
enforced todparte from thence more hungerly then they came. 
Asthey went forwarde therefore, they cſpted certaine naked 
men comming downe from a hill towarde them .. J'a/chus 
commaunaed his armie to [tay , and ſent his interpretours to 
them, to knowe what they wouide haue.. Then oneof them, to 
__ whomethe other {cemed to glue reuerence, ſpake inthis eftect, 
| _ Our lord and king Chioriſus ,greeterh you well, willing vs king'Chiori- 
| todeclarethat he hearde of your puifſaunce,and vertue, wherby ſusſendeth 
you haue ſubdued ewll men, & reuenged the wronges d oone ty Vaſchus xxx. 
muocentes: For the whiche yaur noble factes and iuſtice, as —_ of pure 
he doth honour your fame, ſowoulde he-thinke himſelte moſt 5905: 
happie, ifhe might recciue you into his palace, But,toralmuch 
as his tortune-hath ben ſo cuill (as he imputeth it)-that being 
out of yourway;you haue oucrpalled him, he hath ſeat you this 
golde, in token of his good will and friend{hippe toward you. 
And with theſe woordes he delivered to Vaſchns thirtie diſhes 
of pure polde , adding hereunto, that when ſocuer it ſhoulde 
"pleaſe hinzto take the painesto come to their king , he ſhoulde 
_ receive preater giſtes, He declared further , that a king 
whiche was their borderer and mottall cnimie, was vety riche 
in golde and that in ſubduing of him , they ſhoulde both 
obtaine great richelle, and alſo deliuerthem from daily vex- | 
ations: whiche thing might ealily be doone by their helpe, A 
becauſe'they knewe the countrey . //aſchus put themin good md 
comfort, aud gaue them for rewarde certaine Iron axes, golde, 


whiche they more eſteemed ti'ca greatheaps of golde, For

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they havelittleneede of golde,” having not the vſe of peſtife- 

rous money : but he that may cetre butone axe or hatchet thin- 

keth himſelfe richer then eucr was Crafzs. For cuen theſe na- 

ked men, doe perceive tizat an axcis necellarie fora thoulande 

v{cs,and contetle that golde is deiired onely for certayne vaine 

ad ctteininate pleaſures, as a thing whiche the lite of manne 

| may lacke withoutany inconuentence :for our gluttony and ſu- 
perfiuous ſumptuouſnetle hath not yet corrupted them. By rea- 
ton whereof, they takeittorno ſhame to lacke cobards of plate, 

whereas the pride and wantonnetle of our time,doth in manner 

impute it to vs for ignominie, to bee without that, whereof by 

nature wee haue no neede. But their contentatiun with the 

benefites of nature, doth playnely declare, that men may leade 

afreeand happye lite without tables, tables clothes, carpettes, 

napkins, and towels, with fuche other innumerable, whereof 

they haueno vſe, except perhaps the kinges furniſhe their ta- 

| bleswith a fewe golden vetlels. But the common people dryue 

away hunger with a peece of their breade in the one hand, and 

a peece of broyledfy/he, orſome kinde of fruite inthe other 

hande : for they cate fleſh but ſeldome, When their fingers 

are imbrued with any vnctuous meates, they wype them cy- 

ther on theſoles of their teete, oron their thyghes, yea and 

ſometimes on the skins of their priuie members, m the. ſteade 

of anapxin: and forthis cauſe do they oftentimes waſh them- 
Plenty-ofgold ſelues in the rivers. Our mennctherefore went forwarde Jaden 
and ſcarcenes with golde, but fore aftlifted with hunger. Thus they came at 
 vimeate. the length tothe dominion of king Pocchorroſa,who Hed at their 
comming. Herefor the ſpace of thirtie dayes, they filled their. 

emptie bellies with breade of the routes of Afaizinm, In the 

meane time, J/a/chas ſent for Pocchorroſa, who beeing allured 

with promiſes and tayre woordes, came and ſubmitted him- 

_ felfe, bringing with him fora prelentfy{teene puundes weyght 

of wrought golde, and a fewe (laues : J7/chus rewarded him 

as he hadde done other before. Vhen hee was mynded to de- 

part, he was aduertiſed, that he {houlde paſſe throughthe domi- 

nion of acertayne king, whoſe name was 7z:11anama, This 

is hee whome the ſonne of king Comogrits declared tobe of lo 

great power, and fearetwll to all his borderers, and with whom

many of Commogrus tamiliars had bin captiue, but our men now 
erceiued that they meaſured his power by their owne : For 


their kinges are but gnattes ( comparedto Elephantes) inref. 


pect to the power and pol:cic of our men.Our men were allo en 
tourmed by ſuch as dwelt neare about T#14rama, that his regi- 
on was nut beyondethe mountaynes as they ſuppoled, nor yet 
{o rich in golde as young ( 9mogrrus nad declared : Yet contul- 
ted they of his fubduing, whiche they thoughtthey might the 

calilier bring to patle, becauſe Pocchorroſa was hismortall ene- 
mie, who molt gladly promiſed them his aduice and ayde here- 


in. Yaſchns therefore, leauing his licke men in the village of. 


Pocchorroſa, touke with him threeſcore of his molt valiant ſout- 


diers, and declared vnto them, how king Temanama had often A good po» 


times ſpoken proude and threatning woordes agaynſt them: licte, 


| Likewiſe thatit nowe {tood them in hande of necellitie to patle 
- through his dominion, and that hee thoughtit beſt to ſet ypon 
him vawares. The ſouldiers conſented to his aduice, and 
exhorted himto giuetheaduenture, promiling that they would 
follow him, whither ſoeuerhe went. They determined thertore 
togoe two dayes journey in one day, that Twmanama,not kno- 
wing of their ſodayne comming, might haue noleylureto al- 
ſzmblean armie: and the thing came to patle euen asthey had 
deuiſed. For in the firſt watch of the night,our menne, with the 
Pocchorroſians, invaded the village and pallace of Tumanama, 


wherethey tooke him pryſoner, {uſpeRting nothingletle, He. 


had with him two young men, . which hee abuſed vnnaturally, 
allo foureſcore women,which he hadde taken violently from di- 
uers kinges : likewiſe, a greatnumber of his gentlemen and 
ſubiees were taken ſtragling in other villages neere about 
his pallace. For their houſes are not adherent tegether as 
ours bee, beecaulſe they are oftentimes troubled with vehe-

_ ment whirlewindes, by reaſon of the ſodayne changes and mo- The cauſe of 


_ tionsof the ayre, cauſed by the influence of the planettes,in the 
equalitie of the day and night,being there in maner both of one

As ourmen meaſured them, Intheſe two houſes the king was 


accuſtomed to multer his menne, as often as he preparedanar- 
mic. VVhen Tumanama therefore was thus taken captiuc, with 
all his Sardanapanicall tamilie, tlie Poccherroſians braggedand 
threatned him, beeing nowe bounde, that he ſhould ſhortly be 
hanged : the other kinges aiſo his borderers, reioyced at his 
miſtortune. Whereby eur menne perceiued:that 71ananms 
was noletle troubleſome to his neighboures, .then was.Pacra to 


thekinges of the ſouth {ide of the mountaynes. Yaſchus allo the 


better tv pleaſethem, threatned him grieuoully, butin deede 
entendednoeuill towardes him, He ſpake thertoreſharplyvnto 
him with theſe woordes : Thuulhait nowe futfer punithment 


thou cruelktyrant, for thy pride and abhominations. Theu ſhalt 


know of what power the'Chriltians are, whom thou haſt ſo con 


temned, and threatened to drawe by the hayre of their headsto 
the next ryuer, & there to drowne them,as thou halt oftentimes 
made thy vaunt ainong-thy naked flaues : But 'thou thy ſelfe 
ſhalt firſt feele that, which thouhaft prepared for others. And 
herewith commaunded him to bee taken vppe: Neuerthelelle 
giuinga priuic token of pardon to them whiche Iayde handes 


on him. Thus vohappily T#marama, fearing and belecuing 


that Yaſchxs, haddementin earneft as he commanded, fell pro- 


ſtrate at his feete, and with teartes delired pardon : Proteſting 
that hee neuerſpake any ſuch wordes, but that perhaps his ne- 
ble menne in theirdiunkennelle nadde ſo abuſed their tongues, 


- whiche hee couldenot rule : For their wines, although they 
| benot made of grapes, yet they are of force to make men drun- 


ken. Heedeclared furthermore, that the other kinges his bor-

of a (teepe hyil well cultured, hauing roward the ſouth a plaine 
of twelue leagues in breadth, and very truitetull. 'Fhis playne 
they call Zauana. Beyoncethis, are tie greatand high moun- 
taynes, whiche diuide the two cas, whereot wee haue ſpoken 
before. Out of the ſteepe hilles, ſpringeth cheryuer Commogrus I Þ* Auer 
whiche runneth through the {ayde playne to the hygh moun- Loney 
ztaynes, receiuing into his channell-by theirvalleyes,all other 
ryuers, and fo fallcth into the forth fea : It.is diltantfrom Da- 
71ena, about three{corc and tenne leagues towarde thewelt. As 
our men therfore cane to thliele parties,king Commogrxs(other- 
wiſecalled Charles by his chriſtian name ) met them ioytully,,.

Andreas Moralts,a pilot ( wo hadtrauayled tnole coaltesw th 
Johannes de la Coſſa wile hee yet ltued) hadde a precious 'Dia- 
monde, whicn hee bought ofa naxcd young man in the region 
of Cumana, in the proutnce of Paria. This {tone was as long 
as two ioyntes of a mans miuaie hnger, and as digpge as the 
firſt ioynt of the thambe, becing allo payntcd on euery lide,con- 
liſting of cight ſquares, perfectiy tourmed by nature. Theylay 
that with this chey made icarres in anuylles and hammeias, and 
brake the teeth of tyles, the [tone remayning voperiſhed. The 
young man of Camana, wore this {tone about his necke among 
other ouches,& folde it to Azareas Aoralss for tyue of our coun 
terfeit [kones, made of glatle of divers colours, wherewith the 
1900Fa!t young man was greatly delighted: They found allocer 
tayne Topales on the thore. But the eftimation of golde was fo 
taire entred into the heades of our men;that they had no regard 
to tones. Allo the molt parte of the Spanyardes, doe laugh 
them roſcornewhich vie to weare many ſtones, ſpecially ſuch as 
are cominon, turiging it tobe an etteninate taing,& more meet 
for woinca then men. The noble men only,when they celebrate 


 folemne mariages, or {et forth any triumphes, weare cheynes 


of goide, beſet with precious ftones,& vie fayre apparell of lilke, 
embrodered with golde, intermyxte with pearles and precious 


' ones, and not at other times. They thinke ic no lefle ctemi- 


pate for men toſmel of the Gveete ſauours of Arabie, and iudge

ty ſeuen golden belles, and betweene eucry bell foure 1ewels fet 
megold, atcuery one whereof golden pendants hang. The other 
chatne had4.round lincks,beſet with 102.red ſtones, & with 172 
greene, garniſhed with 25, golden belles, In the middle of the 
chaine,were 10, great precious ftones ſet 1n gold, at the which

Surely I maruecile not ar 
the gold and precious ſtones, but wonder with aſtoniſhment with 
what induſtrie and laborious art the curious workemanſhipp ex- 
ceedeth the matter and ſubſtance, I bcheld a theuſande ihapes, 
and athouſand formes, which I cannot expreſſe in writing : ſo 
that in my 1adgement I neuer ſaw any thing which might more 
allure the eyes of men with the beauty thereof, The tcathers of 
their foulez yaknowne to ys, are moſt beaurifull and ſhining, As 
they would admire our peacocks, or pheſants traines when the 
ſawethem : ſo did wee wonder ar their feathers, with the which 
they make their tannes, and creſts, and trimly beaurifie all their 
 worke. VVee ſawe blewe, greene, yeallow, redd, white & broy- 
nith, ro be natiue colours in teathers, All thoſe inſtruments they 
make of gold. They brought two helmets couered with blewe 
precious ſtones ; one edged with golden belles, and many plates 
of gold, two golden knobbes ſuitaining the belles. The other 
couered with the ſame ſtones, butedged with 25. golden belles, 
creſted with a greene foulc ſitting on the top of the helmer,whole 
feete, bill, and eyes were all of gold, and ſcuerall golden knobbes 
ſuſtained ecuery bell. Alſo foure rrowt-ſpearcs three-forked , co- 
ucred ouer with quilles, and platted and wrought in,of diuers c0- 
lours, the teeth whereof were full jof precious ſtones, faſtened 
together with golden threedes, and wyars. They brought allo a 
great Scepter beſet with precious ſtones after the ſame manner, | 
with two golden ringes, and a bracelet of golde : and ſhoves Þ 
ofan Harts skinne, fowed with golden wyar, witha white ſole |

Petrns Arias arriung 
at Darien with ample authority fromthe King, we declared, that 
divers Centurions wereſenttorth diuers wayes with diuers com- 
anics of foote : whereupon what followed I will briefly deliver, 
becauſeall was hideous and dreadtull, & nothing pleaſing, Since 
our Decades ceaſed, no other thing was aGted {ave to kill, and 
be killed, toſlaughter, and be flaughtered. T he Catholique king 
created Vaſcns Balboa Atlantado, who could notbrooke the [{0- 
ucratgnty and commaunde of Petr Arias, lo thatthe difſention 
betweene them ouerthrew all, Johannes Capears the Biihop, a 
preaciung Fryer of the order of S. Franc:s mediated the matter 
» betweene them, and promiſed to giue Yaſqres the daughter of 
Petrus Arias towite, But no meanes might be found to make a- 
grcement betweenethele two Commanders. They fall out much 
more cruelly, 1nſomuch that the matter came to that pafle , that 
Petrizs Arias taking occa(ton againſt Yaſchz through proces tra- 
med by the magiſtrats of the citty, commaunded 7/a/chrs to be 
ſtrangled, and 5, other cheite Commanders with him,faying that 
Vaſques and lis confederates wentabout to rebell in the South 
Sea, where YVaſchus built a fleete of 4. ſhupps, to ſearchthe ſouth 
ſhoare of the ſuppoſed Continent, And athrmeth, that ro the

countryes,and could not elſewhere procure theſe nece{larycs. 
They ſay, that they had rather liue with greate want of things 
necetlary, free fro the ſlauery& ſeruitude of Irtecauma,thento 
become his yallclls,& ſubieRs. I this citty they ſay,there are ma 
ny nobles, Lords of villages, whoſe helpe the comon wealth of Þ 
Taſcaltecanesvieth,making the captaines,& Commanders inthe 
watrs, They will haue no Lords, It it ariſcin any manns minde, 
i to 
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{0 be deſirous to raiſe an heade, it woulde draw to a worle mil. 
chiefe y pon that citizen, then the Helwerianesinflited y pon Gr- 
qenteriges, afleRing Empire and ſoueraigntie, and perſwading 
the Princes and chiefe of the Hedwz, and Sequani, to do thelike. 
The Taſcaltecanesare iult & vpright in their dealing,asthey fofid 
by experiece afterwards, wherof hereaſter we wil ſpeake at large. 
Cortes therefore expeRing the metlengers, and none of them 
returned, departed 'from that towne, yet ſpent eight dayes in 
that valley, and diuers villages thereabout. In the meane ſpace 
the Zempoalenſes goe about to perlwade Corres, to procure the 
amitie and friendſhip of the Taſca/tecan common wealth, decla- 
| ring how great helpe he ſhould findeinthem againſt the power 
' of Mntecznmazit at any time Nee attempted to doe anything a- 
 gainſt them. \Vhereupon he remoued thence towardes Taſcal- 
zeca.In his journey he founde another valley,which a wall of 20. 
foote broade, and a mans height andan halte high, ouercrolled 
from both the buttomes of high mountaines ſtanding on either 


ſide. In the whole wall there was but one gate, ten paces wide,

built with diuers crooked turninges, leaſt the ſudden inualion of tecans 


the enemie might a{lault them wandering & vnprouided , The 
wall appertaied to the Taſcaltecanes,made for that purpoſe,leaft 
the Muteczrmans ſhold paile through that valley,whether they 
woulde or no ; Theinhabitantes of thevalley beninde them, ac- 
- companying Cortes, as Guides to dire him the way, admoni- 
ſhedand perſwaded him, not to goe through the borders of the 
Taſcaltecanes, ſaying they were deceitfull, breakers of their fideli- 
tyandpromiſe, and enemiesto all ſtrangers, and ſuch as recet- 
ued intertainment from them, and further that if they tooke 
any, they were deuourers of their enemies : and therefore the 
' woulde condudt Cortes and his companions al the way ena 
thecountryes of Inteczrma, where by CMntecznumas com- 
. maundement, they ſhould haue whatſoeuer they could with or 
celire, On the contrary parte the Zempoalenſian guides, Tex- 
Chims,Manexins, and Thamains, and ſome of the chiefe of Zaca- 
 tawiniwho had a thouſand warriours,were molt of the ſame opt- 
| nion,who aduiſe him by any meanesnot to truſt the tributaries 
_ Of Þ Autecarmanc,y our me were to be drawn by Þ Huterzv man 
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guides, through places, full of dangers, and pailages hit for ara. 
buſhment : and that he ſhoulde beware of the deceit of the 14- 


 tecaumanes, they carneltly beſought him: promiling that they 


woulde be his guides through the open countries of the 7aſcal- 
recanes, Reſoluing therefore to followe the counſell of the Zem: 
poalenſians, and Zacatawins, hee taketh hisiourney through the 
Taſcaltecane fieldes. Cortes himſeltewent beefore the bandes as 
they marched, with the horle, of the which, he drewe forth two, 


Corres ſendes and ſent them before as ſcoutes, who if they ſfawe any imminent 
ſcoures betore danger before tiieir eyes,they might takenotice thereot& com- 


him.

ming backe,l1gnifie,that they mult prepare themſelſues to fight. 
The horſemen being lent before from the toppe of an high hill 
ſome foure miles of, by chaunce diſcouered certaine armed men 
lying in ambulcado in thenext plaine, nowe inthe iuriſditicn 
of the Taſcaltecaxes. As loone as they ſawe the horſe, ſuppoling 
the man and the horſe to be but one beaſt, ſtricken with feare at 
ſuch an horribleſight and ſtrange apparition, they fled away or 
dilſembled flight. Our men make fignes of peace, and cal them 
backe againe as they fled, beckening, and wauing to them with 
their handes.Of many, 15.0f the onsly make a (tande: hauing 
an ambuſcade hard by. The two horſemen that went before;cal 
the relt of the horſe, and bidde them make ſpeede. A litle further 
about 4000. armed men itlue foorth of the place where they lay 
hid, and begin the fight with our men, andin the twinckling of 
an eyckil[two horſes with their arrowes, Our foote companies 
goe vnto them, and fet vpon the enemic, who being wounded 
with arrowes and arquebus ſhot forfake the battaile. They ſlew 


many of them,butnot a man more of ours either (Jayne or wolt- 


ded. Thenext day following,metlengers were ſent to Cortes to 
delire peace : who brought two of the meſlengers with them 
whom Cortes expected along tyme : they intreate pardon for 
thatthey had done, and makeexcuſes : ſaying, that they had 
torraigne fauldiers that day, whiche they coulde not reſtrain, 
and that it was done againſt the power & abilitic which the Prin- 
ces of that Proximce hadde to withſtande it : and that they were 
readieto pay for the horſes, and if any other damage were 
done, they offered recompence. Cortes admitted their excu- 
fs, Marching ſome three myles thence,hee incamped on the 


ning ofthe day,he'cametorth into the ope held withall his hozſe 
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fide of acertayne ryuer, and appoynted his nightlie watches, 


ſhrewdly miſtrulting the Barbarians, As loone as day began to 
appeare he went tothe next village, where (of the foure metlen- 

ers he ſent to founde the inhabitantes mynds) he found two 
of them had bin taken by the inhabitantes, & bound with cords, 
but breaking them by night they eſcaped, It was determined , 
that the next day they ſhoulde bee (laine : tits they themſelues 
reported. While he thus {tayde, beholde athoulande armed The Taſcale 
men vnexpeQted, filling the ayrewith their horrible clamors , £225 wake 
caſt their Lauelins, and many lortes of dartes at our men a farre *8"* 2g2ine. 
of : but Cortes endeuored with faire{peeches toallure them, yet it 
profited nothing , They lignitie vnto them by interpreters,that 
they prouoke notour men : but the more gentlely he dealt with 
them, the more inſolent, and outragious was the Barbarians, At 
length they retyred, and by litle and litle drewe our men purſu- 
ing them, to an hidden ambulcado of armed men, about ſome ly 
hundred thouſande as Cortes himalelte writeth. 'The Barbarians - = _ 
iſſue foorth, and compatled our men on cuery lide, fo that they bugh., 
fought with doubtfull ſuccetle from an houre before noone vn- 
tiltheeuening. In that battayle the Zempoalenſes, Zacatammi, Adoubrfull 
Iftacmaſtitani,and the reſt of the inhabitantes, who tolowed Cor- Þattayle, 
tes, behaued them(elues valiantly, compelled through extreme 
neceſlitie :for being incloſed within the countries of the Taſcalte- 
canes, there was no way openfor flight. The only hope of their 
lafty was, to deſpaire of fafty, Ytthey had bin vanquithed,they 
had made the 7i/caltecanesadaintie banquet with their fleſh.

But chict- 
ly they wanted cotton garmentes, and falt to ſealon their meats 
which they coulde not get, without Afureczaumas leaue, Yetif 
they might now be receiued into his fauour and grace,they pro- 
miſeto doe whatſoeuer he ſhoulde commande. No man kneye 
of it, andſothey were admitted. That citie Taſcalteca was lixe 
leagues diftant from the Campe, thecitizens intreate himto 
come vnto them.

{ the Sea, aboue 50. leagues diſtant, as ſome'ſay. They haue alſo 
divers kinds of pulſe. Within the ftone walls,are houlesof ſtone 
high and well fortified, forthey are allwayes ſuſpicious, and in 
teare,by reaſon of the bordering enemy which ioynes vp6them 
They frequent markets,and fayres: and arecloathed, & weare 
ltockings or buſkines. They delight muchin Jewels of gold & 
precious [tones : & greatly eltecme helmetts,and plumes of fea- 
thers of divers colors,which they vie for ornamet in the wars:all 
which they plat & interlace with gold:they ſell wood for fuel eue 
ty where in the markets brought yp6 mens ſhoulders: &lſel alſo 
for the v(c of building,beames, rafters planckes bricke,ſtones,8 


lime,& they haucarchitects,&excellet potters,Thereis no earth 
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en vellels with vs, that exceedeth the workmanſhi ppe of theirs, 

They haue allo Herbariſtes that teil medicinable herbes:and they 
vie bathes. And it is allo certalnly knowne that they haue an or- 
derand lawes where by they gouerne, Thelargenetle of that pro. 
uince is go. leagues in circuit adout,whereot this citty Ta/calteca 
is the heade & cheife: being full of townes, villages, and itreetes, 

| mountains, aud truitefull valleyes repleniſhed with people,and 
Guazuzingo, thoſe men of warre, by realon of the neighbourhood of Afxrec- 

2 Prouince, 2#atheir perpetual enemy. Heereunto adioineth another pro- 
uince,called the country of Gxazrzzgs: which is gouerncd after 
puniſhment of the fame order,in the formeot a common wealt, They are all e-

huge and greatehalles. That houſealſo hath orchardes, finely Tbepallaceos 
planted with diuers trees, and herbes, and flouriſhing lowers,of ***PataBp 
alweete ſmell, There are alſo in the ſame,great ſtanding pooles 
of water with many kindes of fiſh, in the which divers kinds of 
all fortes of waterfoule are ſwimminge.To the botrome of theſe 
lakes, a man may deſcend by matble ſteppes brought farr of. 
They report {trangethings of a walke incloſed with nettinges 
of Canes, leaſt any one ſhould freely come within thevoyde 
plttes of grounde, orto the fruite of the trees. Thoſe hedges 
are made with a thouſande pleaſant deuiſes, as it falleth out - 
in thoſe delicate purple crotle. alleyes, of mirtle, roſemary, or | 
boxe,alyerydclighttullto behold. He reporteth many ordinary.

uerence, due to ſogreata King, as he was, whome Corres and 
his companions acknowledge, becauſe he was to patle through 
the enemies countryes, from whom they feared ſome inconue- . 
nience woulde enſue, and therefore delireth, that the Gouer- 
nour wouldeſende ſome of his Spanyardes vnto him,toaccom- 
panic him in the way for his defence.

In the meane ſpace whilethe houſe was *ebech — 
building in the twinckling of an eye, as L may ſay, grainesof Pa- © OW, 
nick,, wherewith they make bread, innumerable meaſures, and 
many ſmall pulſe, and diuers kindes of other pulſe were ſowne,& 
they planted alſo 2 000. of thoſe trees, which beare the almonde, 
_ whichthey vie inſtead of mony, whereof elſe where I haue ſpo- 
\. ken more at large. Men of meane capacity, will thinke it but a 
phantaſie, that mony ſhould be gathered from trees. VVithout the

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Crent Mutcc. Where there was any hauen, anſwered, he could not tell, becauſe 
zuma then no he neucr had any care of marrters pertayning to the ſeacoaſt : yet 
man atSea. hee woulde glue himallthe ſhoare deſcribed 10 painting, that hee 
might chootea place hunſelfe, at his owne pleaſure.

OfMuteczn- Ea hath three great houles ina ſolitary place out of the way to 
ma histhree retreſh and recreate himſclte in the heate of lommer : in one of 
grcathou'es theſe he hath great plentieof monſtrous men,as dwartes,crooke 
GO, CI © backes,ſuch as are gray headed from their youth, aad men with 
{trous men, One legge, ortwo heades, and ſeruantsare appoynted to attend 
them. The ſecond is ordained for rauening foule , where both 
The ſecconde Vultures, and Egles, and all other kindes of hawkes and cruel! 
houſc for ra þyrds of pray are kept. Euery fuule hath heropen cage ina great 
ucning foule, | | : 

E, courte, with two pearches faſtened in them, the one on the out- 
{ide to take the ſunne, and the other within, to rooſt ypon : and 
euery cage ſeparated one fro another with their ſedge betweene 
them. Butthe whole courte is couered with woodden grates a- 
bout, chat euery foule way inioy the open ayre, and fatiy fliein 
that parte alligned her : ſeruants alſo are appoynted them, not 
onely to giue them meate, but they haue likewiſea certain num- 
ber of [tipendiary Surgeans, who by the art of phificke knowe 
how to cure the diuers kinds ofdiſeaſes which grow in birds.one

#: water fuule. ter foule : whatſocuer they bee that liue in the ſea, are included 
: in the (alt pooles, and thoſe thatlyue in freſh waters, are kept in 
the freſh pooles, and at certayne tyimes of the yeere, the old wa- 
ters being dryed vp, and the freſh ponds carefully clenfed, freſh 
waters are let in : the ſeruantesgiue meateto euery kind of foule, 
of fiſhes, hearbes,and the graine Iaizinm, according to eucrie 
ones nature, dehuered them by the houſholde ſeruantsand ſte- 
wards of Wuteczrma: Round about thole ſtanding poolesare 
large walks, where, ypon marble, alablaſter,& Iaſper pillers,are 
other ſolars ur floares,from whece Mateczuma(whe he cometh) 


may behold al the ations & conflicts of the birds below,elj = 
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ally when they are fed. The third houſe is appointed for lions,ty Thc 1.;0% 
gers,woolues,foxes,& other raucning bealts of this kind, & pea- houſe, 
' cocks incloſed within their pales,& roomes, wherof Ihaue futh- 
 ciently ſpoken before :with theſe the fierce & wild bealts are ted. 
Thoſe pallaces orcourts are well repleniſhed with houles, ſoP it 
the king with his family determin to lodge ther al night,he may 
conueniently doeit, This they fay,and this we report. Whatloc- 
- uerthey write,or declare in our preſence,we belecue,becauſe, we 
ſuppole they would not preſume to kignify any thing raſhly,con 
trary to truth,& becauſe we haue allo learned to belecue Þ thoſe 
- things nught be done, which are poſhble,& not miraculous, and 
_ they further ſay,that they omit maany things, left they ſhoud of- 
. fend theeares of Cz/ar& the courtiers, with too long narrations 
While our men thus ſearched theſe things,metlengers were ſent 
' with Spaniardes to accompany them, vnto diuers countries of 
Muteczxmas dominions,to declare vnto pnoblemen of the co 
tries intheir kings name, that they were to obey the great King 
of Spayne, and(in his behalfe)the captains ſent from him.

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ambition, Yet ſametimes for his recreation, he reſorted to thote 
houſes,as I mentionedallitle betore, & at the eucning, he aligh- 
ted from his cabinet at the Pallace of { ortes. As he went or retur 
ned no man looked directly vpon him:fo great is the reuerence 
W is conceiued towardes him,that they thinke theſelues vnwor- 
thy to behold him. That ſuperſtition is ingratted in theminds of 
the people,from their aunceſters.But what?butwhat?8& againey

his Empire and gouernment, andcome humbly, and vnarmed 
vnto him, that rendring account of his ations, hee might ſub- 
mitte himſelte to his Iudgement,or to the cenſure of acobus Yee 
laſauez who ſent him. Cortes ſayth hee woulde obey the Kinges 
[ctters patentes, if he woulde ſhew them:tothe Gouernour left

your men could not diſcerne the sky.The clamors raiſed to the

12. Spanyards taken paſling through their borders. To them {v- 
zes ( with greatand nughty armics of the Taſcaltecanes, Chinrute- 
cali, and Guaz424ings,) direReth his courſe : it was reported by the 
Spies that the Tepeacerſes had recciued mercinary ſouldiers trom 
the citty Texxſtitan, againſt our men. But that I may conclude in 
few wordes, onutring circumſtances,both the hoſtes,& the gueſts 
were conquered:{othat he bad the city yeelded vp vnto him. Þ hey 
promulſed by an oath that they would obey the commandot Curtes, 
and in token of obedience, they gaue pledges. Our ordnance and

| tis ſoune who was dead, there wasa grandchilde of ten yeeres old, 


he therefore placed the nephew only in the kingdome, becauſe he 
was legitimate,chooſtng his ynckle tor ProteCtor,ioyning three of 


the bordering Guaccachwllitatthtull men', and of great authoritic 


with him 1n guardianllup,to looke to the eſtate of the orphar,whule 
attaining to more yeeres,he knew how to gouerne humſelte, They 


fay this citty /zzx#cca confiſteth of 3000. houſes, with aboutan 109 


towred teples dedicated to their Idols, which Cortes himſclte faith 
he numbred from a certaine high place, and in them they ſacrifice 
with mans blood. All theſe towers with all therr Idols hc cauſcd to 
be burned : commanding, that hereafter they ſhould np more ap- 
ply their mindes to ſuch ceremonies, And he further {ayd, that the 
Creator of heauen and earth hated manſlaters: and that it was co- 
trary tothelaw of God and Nature, that one man ſhould kill ano 
ther. This city hath a Caltle necre ynto it compaſſed with hilles, 
which dctend it from the ſharpe and bitter blaſtes of winds, and by 
reaſon ofthe heate thereof it bringeth forth exceeding great quai- 
rity of Goiſampine cotton, Þ he plaine thereof1s well watered, All 


the ticlds therofare wel moyſtened in the ſummer by trenches cut 


from place to place. There is plenty of all maner of fruits there,ne1- 
theris the ſowing of pot herbs neglected. The plaine 1s ful of towns 
and villages. The Gzaccachn:ll being vanguithed, & the [zxrcam 


_ fubdued, the faine thereot being ſpread through far remoucd natt- 


ons, declaced that the countenance of rauenous and greedy fortun 
was now changed, & of a ſtepmother was turned into a milde and 
courteous mother. T he minds and aftections of the nations ranne

Catamaxinns, for of the 3.davghters of Muteczamathey theſclues 
had {lain one,atthe bridges inthe ({laughterot our men, But of the Catamarinug 
that remained aliue, the one was an idiot,p other diſeaſed with the king ofths 
palſie, This Catamazinrs endeuoured to getall maner ofarmes,'as I crultitans 
many as he could:eſpecially long pikes,wherwith he hopeth to be 
able to wound the horſes afar off:becauſc they arc diſranked onely 
with the incounter of p horſe, For he fearcth that Cortes would res. 
turn vnto him,to reueng the outrage comitted: becauſe he yndere

che Sphere. Hauing- paſled that coaſt, they tooke the hwge Occan, 
another Seca, Thats to ſay,on the backe fide of our ſuppoled Con. 
tinent, and 1 10yned tothat Sea, which 1n the Decades I call the 
South ſca, firit tound out by Yaſcus annex from Darien,the ſons 
of King Comogras directing him: they ſay, they liued 3.months,& 
20. dayes in that huge Ocean,contenting thelelues with the ſight 
ot the heauen,and the ſalt water. They report lamentable thinges 
of their great wantes, and of the extremity of heate which much 
vexed them. T hey confeſle that an handful of Rice, for many dates 
together, was theirdayly portion onely,withouta morſell ofany 
other meate, And there was ſuch {carcity* ofpotable water , that 
they were compelled to calt ina third part of falt ſeawater to boile 
the Rice, and if perhappsany would Urinke it without muxrure, 
hee was forced to ſhutte his eyes by reaſon ofthe greene tainture 


thereof, and (toppe his noſe for the ftincke. Sayling through 
"thatgrear ſea, to the Weſt, and North, they came to the xqut- 


noctaall line againe, next vato whiche they founde two worth- 
les ITlandes, which they called the vnfortunate Ilandes, bee- 
cauſe they were voprofirable, and deſert. Atter that they called 
the multitude of Ilandes Archipelagas . hike our Cyclades in 


_ the /ozzan Seca : 1n the beeginning of whiche , they went a 
ſhoare in manie Ilandes fiue hundred leagues diſtaunt from 


the commung out of the narrowe Straight, thoſe Ilandes (the 
auncient name not beeing expreſſed) they called Latrowes, be- 
cauſe they ſtole wharſocuer they coulde lay hand on, although 


our menne quietly ſuffered it : as that wandring kinde of theeucs, 


whiche the Italian calleth Zigar;, who fayne themiclucs to 
bee e/Egyptians ; amonge the thinges whiche were ſtolne, the 
boate, wherein our menne went a ſhoare from the ſhippes, 
when they hadd ſcarce turned their backes, yetthey carryed 
heraway : butmany ofthem becing flame firſt, they brought 
her agatne, Ir is a naked people, and halfe brutiih. In that 

lace a tree groweth which beareth Coccus. The greateſt ofthoſe 

landes is Bxrneia, which without doubting, they write to be two

They thatremained, returning to 
their companions to Zxb7, were inuited by the Z berſian king, Ar 
that banquet Johannes Serranus ( the principall Pilot of the Ocean, 
of whom Iſpokein my tormer Decades) now maſter of one ſhipp, 
& another maſter of another, with ſome 10, more perhaps of their 
companions, were Preſent, In the meane ſpace,about ſome 40, 0- 
thers of the marriners wandred through the land. The kings ar- 
med troops lying in ambulcado ſally torth vpon them while they 
wereat dinner,& flew ſome,and keptthe maſters of the ſhips ale

whom Perrus Arias the Gouernour could neuer perſwade to in- xj,,, 
tertayne amity and peace,and therefore prepared tomaſterhim 
by warre. But this king truſting in his power and authoritie, is 
reported to haue anſwered the Embatladours proudly who came 
to treate concerning peace, and preſumed, armed after his ma*- 
ner. by incurſions toinuade the Colony of the Chriſtians who in- 
hai.te Natan. For they haue many kinds of darts in thoſe coun- 
tries, wherewith they hight afarre of,and broade wooden {words 
burot in the fire, wherewith they incounter hand to hand. They 
| haue bowes alſo, with the endes of their arrowes either of bone, 
crhardened in the fyer. In thoſe countries there isgreatplentie __ 
of the fruite of Coccxs , whereof I made mention betore. Where C2ccus.

along thoſe ſhores, were halfe rotten, and eaten through with 
wormes, Hauing repayred and amended their (hyppes, they 
promiſe to returne. In that voyage Gu. Gonzalns, and his Con- 
{ortes tolde Perris Arias, that about an hundred leagues from 
the Colony of Panama,they found the Valt Seaof a black colour, 
in which fiſhes ſwim of the bignetle of Do/phines,melodioully lin 


ging with fweet harmony,as ts reported of the Syrenes, and after 


the ſame maner, inuiting to ſleepe. Heere menne of meane ſp 
titand conceitwill wonder, and lay it isathing impollible. I 


will therefore diſcourſe the matter alittle with theſe men. Do we 
not read that the Eryrhreangulfe is red , from whence it hath rhe 
name of the red (ca. VVhether it be by the nature of the water, of 


whether 
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vhether it happen by the redde (andes, or reverberation of the 
red rockes on the ſhore, the Seaappearcth red: whorheretore 
youlde make nature ſo dull, totake away her power that ſhee 
could not ingender blacke {andes/alſo, and blacke rocks, which 
e{cwhere might make the waters {ceme blacke?But concerning 
thelinging and melody, I my lelte alſo thinke itto bee a fable, 
albeit wiſe and diſcreete menne report it: yet notwithſtanding in 
their excule, is it not knowne that the Tryrones are very ſhrill? 
they haue beene ſometimes hearde, and haue becnefound dead 
calt vp vpon the ſhore, in the Welt Spaniſh Ocean: & doth not 
a frogge croake vnder water ? V/hy ſhould it then be wondered 
at, it other Yecallfiihes allo be tounde, never heard of before? 
Let euery manne belecue as hce plealcth : I thinke nature able 
to due great matters. Alltheryuers of the ſuppoſed Continent 
arefull of Crocadiles: in the Ryuers they are hurtfull, and dan- 


prouhs but not on the Lande, as thoſe of the River N#zs are. Crocodiles 


hey founde one deade of two and fourtie feete long,and ſeuen 
foote broade betweene the 1awes, Petrxs Arias his ſonne being 
returned from his Father, ſayth, that thoſe trees are now found,

rates,expetting other ſublidiary thippes to condu@her,with the 


Treaſure,whercof, belides the fift due to the Kinges Exchequer, 


Cortes willingly giveth a parte of the riches gotten by his owne 
labour,and indultry:another part alſo the relt of his chiefe com 
panions iN Armes bettowed.'T his Ribera bringeth incharge with 
him, to preſent the giftes, afſigned by Cortes, to the Emperowr,in 
his mailters name, tor the relt, thoſetwo, who ( as Ilaid before, 
remained inthe Caſſiterides,with the ſhips)(hould offer their pre 
entes. This Ribera is $Kiltull in the Terxftrtan language, and no- 
thing was doneall the time of the warres, atthe whiche hee was 
not preſent, alwayes at his maiſtersſide : who was ſentfrom his 
mailter,many daiesatter the departure of his companions:from 
'him therefore we may haue a molt cleare and apparant realo of 
all thinges. Being firſt demanded of the Originall of the city 7e- 
mſtitan, and definition of the name then of theruineand deltru- 
ion, and of the preſent ſtate thereof , and with what forces 
Cortes maintayned and defended the ſame, & of many luch like 
things belides:hee ſaith the citie was built in the middle of a falte 
lake, vpon arocke found there (as we xead of that molt famous 
citie of Yentice,leated on a plat of ground appearing in that parte 
'of the Adriaticke Gulfe ) to fecure themaſelues from the incurlios 
 !ofthe enemy:but the name therof is deriued from 3.1hort words 
That which ſeemeth divine, they call Tex, fruite, they call Na- 
cl, and Titan, they call athing ſeated in the water, from whence 
'\commeth the name of Texuſtiran, that is to ſay,a-diuine fruitſca- 
tedin the water : for vpon that rocke they foundea naturall tree

fence, when you were about to kembe your heade , to preſerue

ofthe toure corners ynder their throate, they lette the couering 
hange downe, whiche ſcarce couereth the bodic as loweas the 
legoes.

The Portugalles hearing 
this ſhake their heads thereat :our mariners allo returning from 
that valt and long nauigation,brought letters,and excellent pre 
ſents from the chiete King of thoſe Iiandes (where they laded þ 
thippe called the z&ory with cloues ) as an euident argument of 
their obedience yeelded. But the Portregalles ſhewe no league or 
couenant made with airy king of thole liands : yet they ſay,that 
the name of the Portugalles came to thoſe Ilandes, and that Por- 
tpalles were ſeene there. Whereunto our men anſwer and con- 
fclle, that they founde one Porizgall, buta fugitiue, tearing iudg- 
ment for his wicked acts committed, but none els,nor any ligne 
ortoken of any other kinde of trading. What ſhalbe decreed by 
Ceſar, whereof conlultation was had in our Senate before, is yet 
vnknowne. It will bevery hard for the Portzgacs to be intercep- 
ted of their accultomedactions and trading, nor will it be plea- 
ling vntovs to loofe the accalion of fo greata dilcouery.

- rorches, orcandels, forthatthe gnatts by narurall inſtinCt follow 
the light, yet neuertheleflc they often finde a way 1n. Nature hath 
> gtuen that peſtilent miſcheite,and hath alſo giucn a remedy, as ihe 
| hath giuen vs cattesto deſtroy the filthy progeny of miſe, ſo hath 
ſhce gwen them prety, and commodious hunters, which they call 
Cxcny. Theſe be harmeles winged wormes, ſomewhat leſle then 
backes or recremiſe, I ſhoulde rather call them a kinde of beetles, 
becauſe they haue other wingesatter the ſame order, vnder their 
hard winged ſheath, whuch they cloſe within the ſheath, when they 
leaue flying. Tothis iming creature(as we lee flyes ſhine by night, 
and certaine {luggtih woormes lying in thicke hedges) prouident 
nature hath giuen foure very cleere looking glaſſes: two 1n the 
z . ſeateofthe eyes, and tio lying hid in the flanke ynderthe ſheath, 
which he then ſheweth, when after the manner of the beetle, yn- 
ſheathing his t2in winges, he taketh his fight intothe ayre,where- 
upon eucry ( zc:ie5 bringeth foure lights or candels with him. Burt 
how they are a remedy for ſo greata miſcheite, as is the ſtinging of 
theſe gnatts, wich in ſome placesare little lefſe then bees, 1t 15 a

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pleaſant thing toficare, Hee, whoeyther vnderſtandeth he hath 
thoſe troubletome gueſtes ( the gnattes ) at home , or feareth leaſt 
they may getin, dtigently hunteth afterthe Cxcay, which. hee 
decelueth by this meanes and induſtry , which neceffity ( ct- 
tecting wonders ) hath foughr out. VVhoſo wanteth Cxcay, 
gocth out ofthe houle in the firſt twilight of the night, carrying 
aburming fier-brande in his bande, and aſcendeththe next hul- 
. locke, that the Cucxy may leeit, and ſwinpgcth the fier-brande 
about calling C#cxi# aloud, and beateth the ayre with often cal- 
ing and crying out Cxc#te, Cucnie, Many timple people fup- 


pole that the Cxcxy delighted with that noy le, ccme flying and 
flocking together tothe bellowing ſound of him that callcth them, 
for they come with a ſpeedy and heaelong courſe ; bur I rather 
thinke the Cxcxy make haſt to the brightnes of the fier-brande, 


becauſe ſwarmes of gnatts fly vnto euery light, which the Cucxz 


cate in the very ayre, as the Martlcts, and Swallowes doe. Be- 
holde the deſired number of Cxcxy , at what time, the hunter 
caiteth the fier-brande out of his hande. ' Some Cxcnizs ſome- 
times followeth the fier-brande, and hghteth on the grounde, 
then is hee calily taken, as trauaylers may take abectle (if they 
hauc neede thereof ) walking with his winges ſhute. Others de-

cnough whereby he may be welltedd, T he gnats being cleanſed,

N*#515 layd tofall into the e£gyprian icaby nany nouthes,ſo 
runneth 1t1nto the Bay of 7abia of golden Cattle, and that grea- 
cr then Niulus : What people inhabitetheſame hath beene fufhca- 
ently ſpoken 1n his place. Now let vs declarethe rites & cuſtomes 
hitherto vnknowne, bur lately reported vnto mee by the i[nha- 
bitantes of Darien. There 1s an Idoll called Davazrde, as the river 
is, the chappell ot this Image 1s about 4o, leagues dittaunt from 


' Darien, whereunto the Kings at certaine times of the yeere ſend 


ſlaues to bee ſacrificed, from very tarre remooued countries, and 
they alſo adore the place with exceeding great concourle of peo- 
ple. They kill the [laues before their godd, and then burne them, 
luppoſing thac flaming odor to be acceptable to their Idoll,as the 
light of a taper, or the tume of frankxincenle 1s to our Saints, They 
ay, that within the memory oftheirgreate grandfathers, all the 
rivers, and fonnraines fayled, throughthe diſpleaſure of that an= 
ory Godd : and that the greater parte of the men of thoſe coun-= 
tries periſhed through hunger, and thirtt, and ſuch as remayned 
alive, leauing allthe montanous places,defcending to the plaines 
ncere vnto the Sea, vſed pitts digged on the ſhoare in ſteede of 
fountaines. Therefore all the Kings mindetull of fo greate a de- 
ſtruction, through religious feare, haue their pricſtes at home, 
and thew Chappels compaſſed with countermures, which they

The clappers of the belles ſeemed 
10 bee made after our manner, but ſo whute, and clecre,thar at the 
firlt fight, ſauethatthey were too long, our menne woulde hauc 
thought they hadd beene made of pearles, or of the Mother dj 
mo , inthe cnde they vaderſtoode they were made of the 
ones of fiſhes. T hey ſay,theecares ofthe hearers are debgited with 
a ſweete and pleaſant founde., althoughe the ringing of goldc 
victhtobeedull. The tongues or clappers mooued, touch the 
lippesor brimmes of the belles, as wee ſee in ours. A thoutand 
three hundred ſweete ſounding little belles of golde, like ours,

[know not what ſecret thing they ſay, ſhould Lueatter the corpo- 
rall life. T hat{I know not what) they beleeue that atter this pere- 
grination , 1f 1 lived without ſpott, and reſerued that matle com- 
mitted vnto it without injury done to any, it ihoulde goe to a 
certayne zternall telicity ; contrary, it 1c ſhallſuffer the fame to be 
corrupted with any filthy Iuft, violent rapine, orraging, furte, 
they {ay , it ſhall finde a thouſande tortures1n rough and vnplea- 
antplaces vnderthe Center 2 and ſpeaking theic things , lifting 
5p their handes they ſhewe the hcauens, and after that cafting 
the right hand down, they poynt to the wombe ofthe earth.
